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IMPENDING CHANGES IN CAM- 
PHOR DISTRIBUTION. 


Everything points to another radical 
change in the method of camphor dis- 
tribution. It has been known for some 
time that the Japanese government had 
grown dissatisfied with certain condi 
tions here made possible by the exist- 
ing arrangements under which the 
house of Samuel Samuel & Co. held the 
exclusive selling agency for the mon- 
opoly. The first intimation of possibly 
impending changes came when Japan- 
ese representatives arrived in this 
country about a year and a half ago to 
investigate conditions under which cam- 
phor was sold here. They found out a 
great many things which surprised 
them, probably not the least striking 
of which was the stiff price manufac- 
turing consumers had to pay for the 
gum; prices which were strangely out 
of proportion to those paid the Mon- 
opoly by the selling agents. 

The gentlemen commissioned to in- 
quire into the camphor industry were 
T. Iwai, then Director of Productive 
Industries, since promoted to be Chief 
of the Civil Administration of For- 





mosa, and M. S. Suzuki, of the Depart- 
ment of Finance. Not long after they 
presented their reports to their govern- 
ment a sudden change was wrought in 
the camphor industry of this country. 
The principal consumers were allowed 
to buy direct through the selling 
agents instead, as of previously, plac- 
ing their orders with one or other of 
the local refining houses. 

Then the sub-agency of the Samuel 
house in New York was transferred 
from Arnhold Karberg & Co. to Rock- 
hill & Vietor. By the new order of 
things the business of the American 
1efiners was reduced about seventy-five 


per cent, and the consumers were en- 
abled to purchase supplies of crude 
gum upon much better terms. 

Now comes a consular letter from 
Counsul Julean H. Arnold from Tam- 
sui in which he says the Monopoly 
Bureau of the Formosan government 


has decided to discontinue the sale of 
camphor through a foreign selling 
agent. The new plan, he says, is as 
follows:— 

“Japanese commissioners are to be sent 
to New York, London, Berlin and Paris 
to open offices in those cities for the sale 
of the bureau’s products. In this way 
the monopoly bureau hopes to increase 
the government’s revenues from the sale 
of camphor. The Formosa camphor in- 
dustry became a government monopoly 
August 8, 1899. Since April, 1900, a British 
firm with offices in Formosa and Japan 
has acted as sole selling agents for the 
bureau’s products. This firm’s contract 
with the Formosan government ter- 
minates March 31, 1908, after which the 
monopoly bureau will sell its camphor 
through its commissioners as stated. 

“Since camphor became a government 
monopely the bureau has been able by 
judiciously regulating the supply of the 
raw product to advance considerably the 
price of camphor to consumers, The price 
finally became so high that the camphor 
industry of Fukien Province, China, 
which some years before had become in- 
active, revived, and during the past year 
large quantities of Fukien camphor en- 
tered the market in competition with the 
Formosan product, resulting in an en- 
forced decline in prices. Moreover, syn- 
thetic camphor has also been placed in 
competition with the natural product. 
Present conditions point to continued low 
prices.”’ 

In this connection it is significant 
that Mr. Kintaro Tani, secretary of the 
Monopoly Bureau of the Formosan Gov- 
ernment, has been in the United States 
for some months following up previous 
investigations and examining into the 
past and present condition of affairs. 

This news will not cause any great 
surprise, as for some time rumors of an 
impending change were in the air. 
Camphor has been offered here through 
a Japanese agency, said to represent 
certain producing concerns, who have 
been acting independently of the 
Monopoly Bureau, While at the mo- 
ment we can quote no official authority 
it looks very much like a leak in the 
old way of doing business, and that, 
with the expiring of the contract be- 
tween the Japanese Government and 
the house of Samuel at the end of next 
March, there may come an entirely 
new order of things. 


COTTONSEED PRODUCTS ABROAD 

Last week the Reporter printed re- 
ports of American Consuls in Ger- 
many, France, Belgium, Denmark and 
Turkey on the trade in cottonseed prod- 
ucts in these countries. To-day we 
are enabled to supplement these by an 
exhaustive report by Special Agent A. 
G. Perkins on the same subject as ap- 


plied to Belgium. 
The port of Antwerp, from which Mr. 
Perkins writes, is one of the largest 


distributing points in northern Europe, 
and being in touch, as he says, with 
southern Germany, Holland, Switzer- 
land and parts of France, is a par- 
ticularly good mark for trade, one 
which, he urges, is worthy of more ex- 
ertions on the part of Americans to 
capture, in a commercial sense. Al- 
though such a heavy distributor of 
merchandise, Mr. Perkins calls pointed 
attention to the fact that not more 
than 30,000 tons of cottonseed cake 
passed through Antwerp during 1906, 
though practically all of it was from 
this country. Of the quantity named, 
about one-half was destined for vari- 
ous points along the Rhine in Ger- 
many. The inference is’ therefore 
plain that Antwerp offers a good field, 
one which is rich in opportunity, yet 
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appreciated.

There are quite a number of oil seed 
mills in Belgium, but they are much 
smaller than those here and they are 
operated only when there is a profit in 
crushing small quantities, which is not 
all the time. Of the seeds imported, lin- 
seed is easily the most important. The 
comparative statistics for the differ- 
ent seeds tells its own story. In 1906 
there were imported into Belgium 156,- 
378 metric tons of linseed, which was 
increased during the first eleven 
months of 1907 to 190,144 tons. Of cot- 
tonseed, there was imported only 1,916 
metric tons in 1906, which dwindled to 
243 tons in 1907. In order of import- 
ance to linseed comes colza, with re- 
spective imports in 1906 and 1907 of 
57,187 and 86,665 tons; sesame, 44,341 and 
51,176 tons; rape and poppy, 20,837 and 
27,789 tons; peanuts, 8,348 and 8,895 tons; 
palm, 2,088 and 979 tons. With the ex- 
ception of palm and cottonseed there 
was a marked increase last year in im- 
ports over the previous twelve months, 
The last named seems to have been al- 
most entirely neglected, and yet there 
are possibilities in Belgium for work- 
ing up an excellent market. For in- 
stance, there are in the country, ac- 
cording to Mr. Perkins, 754,095 milch 
cows, 235,722 sheep, 1,163,133 hogs, and 
487,456 horses. No one apparently has 
thought it worth while to cultivate this 


field for American cottonseed prod- 
ucts. Whatever trade has been done 
has been of a haphazard sort, and 
trade left to take care of itself, nat- 


urally dwindles, especially if there be 
active competitors in the field. It can 
scarcely be wondered therefore that the 
Belgium farmers have been prejudiecd 
against cottonseed cake and meal, and 
that its use has been gradually, if not 
rapidly, curtailed. As an example, one 
man, a merchant, who twelve or thir- 
teen years ago handled considerable 
quantities of cottonseed meal, 
counted for his loss of trade in the al- 
leged fact that the lint in the meal 
caused sickness among the cattle, and 
it was also claimed that the milk from 
cows fed with the meal became so rich 
that the animal did not last long as 
milech cow. Mr. Perkins, however, 
not slow to diagnose the whole 
trouble as one of overfeeding. How- 
ever, until he arrived in Belgium, no 
one had gone there to dispel the de- 
lusion or to teach the Belgium farmer

how to mend his methods and show 
him the real merit of the cottonseed 
product, 


The farmers of these old European 
countries are intelligent, but particular- 
ly conservative and stick to old fash- 
ioned ideas and prejudices with stub- 
born tenacity, which may make it more 
or less difficult to inaugurate a new or- 
der of things among them. On the 
other hand, once converted to the merits 
of our meal and instructed in its use, 
a lasting and profitable customer is 
found, one whom it may well be worth 
the effort to secure. What is needful, 
says Mr. Perkins, is drumming. It 
will not do to merely offer the goods. 
The farmers must canvassed and 
convinced by demonstration. To reach 
these he suggests that a supply of 
meal be sent to a distributing point 
like Antwerp and that a salesman visit 
the different co-operative dairies, of 
which there are 484 in Belgium alone. 
Advertising matter should also be dis- 
tributed, and at all times a fair supply 
of the product should be on hand for 
prompt delivery. Belgian merchants, 
he continues, say that there would be 
comparatively little difficulty in build- 
ing up a substantial business in this 
way, that it would cost but little to 
establish it, and that when once estab- 
lished, it would be permanent. 

In Belgium there are some 266 soap 
factories who would make a good mark 
for summer yellow oil. Not many of 
these use cottonseed oil for the rea- 
son Mr. Perkins says that they have 
no formula for preventing the opaque 
color, caused by cold weather. The 
margarine factories in Belgium do not 
present so attractive a field, owing to 
the fact that they are mostly owned

by Hollanders, who bring their sup- 
plies from their own country. 

Mr. Perkins has evidently made a 
good start, and has blazed the way 
for profitable business. It is for the 
American cottonseed product men now 
to follow and profit by knowledge and 


advice.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
BUREAU OF CHEMISTRY. 


The annual report of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, Department of Agriculture, 
an abstract of which we print in the 
present issue of the Reporter, will be 
read with peculiar interest, covering, 
as it does, the working of and the ma- 
chinery for the enforcement of the Pure 
Food and Drugs Act during the first 
six months of its operation. The re- 
port, prepared by Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
chief of the bureau and father of the 
federal statute, dwells specially upon 
the work done by the Department of 
Agriculture under the law, and also of 
the attitude taken towards the various 
trades interested. 

Step by step, Dr. Wiley explains how 
the way was paved for its enforcement 
and for meeting the various conditions 
and difficulties as they arose. A perusal 
of this interesting document and @ 
cursory study of the events which fol- 
lowed the enactment of the law indi- 
cate that the framing of the reforma- 
tory measure and the difficulties en- 
countered during the passage of its 
various stages through Congress, until 
it finally became law were simplicity 
itself compared with the building of a 
set of efficient regulations to make it 
effective. The drafting of these regu- 
lations was a task which might have 
staggered a less competent body of men 
than the committee intrusted with the 
work. This committee, it will be re- 
membered, comprised besides Dr. 
Wiley, S. N. D, North, director of the 
Bureau of Census, and James L. Gerry, 
chief of the division of customs, Treas- 
ury Department. The responsibilities 
of these gentlemen, standing as they 
did as arbiters of the rights of the 
government and the rights of the peo- 
ple, were alike heavy and delicate. Of 
course it is a physical impossibility to 
please every one and there have been 
frequent cries of dissatisfaction from 
different interests, but when one looks 
back impartially upon the mass of 
difficult problems-which kept cropping 
up unexpectedly and which had to be 
met promptly and vigorously, without 
the guidance of practical experience, it 
is to be wondered only that matters 
adjusted themselves under the direction 
of the Department of Agriculture with 
comparatively so little confusion and 
inconvenience. It could not be expected 
that customs which had been in vogue 
for generations could be abolished or 
changed in a day without considerable 
disturbance to trade. There have un- 
doubtedly been some cases of arbitrary 
enforcement of the letter of the law, 
and occasional rulings which were un- 
reasonable or often unjust in view of 
facts -presented, yet taken as a whole 
there has been far less cause for com- 
plaint than might have been anticl- 
pated, and once the initial disturbance 
and difficulties have been smoothed 
down, the full benefits of the act will 
be enjoyed without necessary hardship 
to any one, though this, of course, will 
take time. 

As an instance of the temper of the 
Commission intrusted with the enforce- 
ment of the law and its desire to be as 
lenient as possible in dealing with de- 
linquencies brought to their notice, it 
should be noted that, up to July 1, or 
six months after the law went into 
force, no cases had been instituted in 
the courts. Apparently the various in- 
dustries involved under the act heve 
shown such an honest disposition to 
comply with the new order of things, 
and so to aid the efforts of the depart- 
ment in the accomplishment of the in- 
tent of the law, that harsh measures 
have been unnecessary. This spirit re- 
flects no small credit upon American 
manufacturers, importers and distribu- 
tors of merchandise and is alike grati- 
fying to the government and to the 
people; it has led Dr. Wiley to remark 
that the importance of the fact that 
“the trade has lent its support to the 
act, and has offered its hearty col- 
laboration in securing its enforcement, 
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cannot be overestimated,’ since,

One of the most important features 


of the enforcement of the act lay in 


the appointment of food and drug in- 


spectors, whose duties bring them in 


direct contact with the manufacturers 


and dealers and their products. It is 
of paramount importance that these 
officers should be men of discretion 


and probity, should understand their 
work and do it without fear or favor. 
The appointment of inspectors requires 
first the passage of a civil service ex- 


amination and before being assigned 
to duty the new men are thoroughly 
coached, 


A sample of the work and usefulness 
of the Board of Food and Drug In- 
spection is given in the report. Some 
378 samples of imported olive oil were 
examined, Of these 310 were found to 
meet all requirements of the law; 
there was a doubt about 60 samples, 
but the goods were released without 
prejudice to future decisions, and 6 
were admitted on change of labels. 
Only two out of the whole 378 were re- 
quired to be exported or destroyed. 
It is evident from this showing that 
there will be little further trouble in 
the matter of olive oil. Of 55 sam- 
ples of other oils and fats, and 22 sam- 
ples of drugs all were admitted, though 
some were passed “without prejudice.” 
The greatest delinquencies were found 
in spices, of which 23 consignments out 
of a total of 423 were ordered reshipped 
beyond the jurisdiction of the United 
States. 

The distinction made by the depart- 
ment between foods and drugs when 
the line of demarcation is not readily 
drawn, is to regard as drugs “‘all or- 
dinary food substances of mineral 
plant or animal origin which are recog- 
nized by the medical faculty as having 
valuable curative properties whenever 
specifically used for drug purposes.” 
The report deals later with a number 
of analyses of glycerin, to determine 
to what extent the article has been 
contaminated with arsenic and other 
impurities, and also to decide whether 
the standard prescribed by the United 
States Pharmacopoeia is too. rigid. 
Very few samples, according to Dr. 
Wiley, could be found that fully came 
up to the U. S. P. test. Work was 
continued on cod-liver oil to ascer- 
tain the status of the American prod- 
uct as compared with the Norwegian, 
but the question so far has not been 
answered. The report finally touches 
lightly upon the subject of wood tur- 
pentine and the destructive distillation 
of wood, but makes no mention of the 
determination arrived at by the de- 
partment concerning them. That these 
questions remain officially unanswered 
is unfortunate and it is to be hoped 
that the findings of the Bureau on 
subjects of such importance will soon 
be made definitely known.

Peaslee, Gaulbert & Co., Louis- 
ville, Ky., have been awarded the con- 
tract to furnish 1,500 gallons of tur- 
pentine on the quartermaster’s ab- 
stract No, 226, opened November 4. 


It is reported that although the flax- 
seed crop of Argentina has suffered 
considerably this season, yet the aver- 
age yield is bigger than last year and 
there will be no decrease in exports. 


News of the death of W. F. Wal- 
worth, president of the Abner Royce 
Company, manufacturers of perfumery 
and flavoring extracts, of Cleveland, on 
January 25 has been received in the 
local trade, 


George Gaulbert, president of Peas- 
lee-Gaulbert Company, Louisville, Ky., 
suffered an attack of paralysis on Fri- 
day, January 24, which affected his en- 
tire left side, According to last re- 
ports Mr, Gaulbert is improving. 


Glass workers of New Castle, Pa., 
are forming a company to either lease 
or purchase the Shenango factory of 
the American Window Glass Company 
at that place. It is proposed to oper- 
ate it on a co-operative basis. About 
400 operatives are interested in the 
proposition, 


The new paraffine works of the 
Standard Oil Company at Canton, a 
southern suburb of Baltimore, caught 
fire last Monday. Two tanks were 
ablaze. The Baltimore fire department 
sent engines to assist the Canton fire 
fighters. The tank held 20,000 barrels 
of oil. The loss is estimated at $150,000, 
with no insurance. 


The Waterville Foundry & Manufac- 
turing Company, whose plant at Water- 
ville, N. Y., was destroyed by fire a 
few months ago, has put up a new 
building and resumed business. They 
are now in shape to fill orders for their 
special paint mills and mixers. The ad- 
vertisement of this company appears on 
another page of this issue. 


The shipments of linseed from India 
from April 1 to the middle of Janu- 
ary amounted to 1,585,000 quarters (Cal- 
cutta 1,055,000 quarters and Bombay 
530,000 quarters), against 972,000 quarters 
last season (Calcutta 576,000 quarters 
and Bombay 396,000 quarters) and 1,388,- 
000 quarters in 1905 (Calcutta 660,000 
quarters and Bombay 728,000 quarters). 


Vail Brothers, perfumers, of Phila- 
delphia, have filed a voluntary petition 
in bankruptcy, with schedules showing 
assets of $34,000 and liabilities of about 
$40,000. Benjamin E. Wood, who has 
been in the service of the firm for 
fifteen years, has been appointed tem- 
porary receiver, and it is expected that 
the estate will be able to pay a substan- 
tial dividend. 


The two glass factories at Williams- 
town, N. J., which went out of blast 
two weeks ago will resume operations 
early in February and the proprietors 
have assured their men that there will 
be steady work until the end of the 
blast. It is reported that another glass 
factory will be built at Williamstown 
during the summer, to commence op- 
erations in the fall. 


It is announced by Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
chairman, that the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection will have a general 
hearing on the labeling of stock and 
cattle foods and medicines in Wash- 
ington, at the Bureau of Chemistry, on 
Monday, February 10, 1908, at 10 a. m. 
This hearing is to be held in order to 
give all those who are interested in the 
manufacture, sale, and hence of the 
labeling of these products an opportu- 
nity to meet with the board and dis- 
cuss the whole subject thoroughly, the 
board thus obtaining their views prior 
to the promulgation of a decision on

The next great world’s fair will be 
known as the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific ex- 
position and will be held at Seattle, 
Washington, opening June 1 and clos- 
ing October 15, 1909. This exposition 
will be held in a section of the country 
where world’s fairs are new and for 
that and many other reasons it is ex- 
pected to be a success. Already the 
work of preparing the grounds is un- 
der way. 

Fire has destroyed a glass bottle 
tank at the plant of the T. C. Wheaton 
Company, Millville, N. J. The fire se- 
cured such a start that the efforts of 
the volunteer firemen and the em- 
ployes was directed chiefly to saving 
the remainder of the plant and adjoin- 
ing buildings. In this they were suc- 
cessful, but the factory was entirely 
destroyed. Two hundred employes are 
thrown out of work by the fire. 


President Ira Remsen, of the Johns 
Hopkins University, has been asked by 
President Roosevelt to head the board 
of scientists who are to form a con- 
sulting committee on the enforcement 
of the pure food and drug law. Presi- 
dent Remsen, while acknowledging that 
such an invitation had been received by 
him, said that the matter had not then 
been settled, and that until it was he 
preferred to say nothing about it. 


J. Seaver Page is suffering with a 
broken arm, sustained when he was 
thrown out of an automobile last Sun- 
day in Pinehurst, N. C. Accompanied 
by a few of his friends Mr. Page left 
New York about two weeks ago for 
Pinehurst to recuperate after an attack 
of the grippe. From a member of his 
family it was learned that there was no 
cause for alarm, for Mr. Page did not 
suffer internal injury as was first 
feared, 

After being shut down for thirty days 
for repairs, the plant of the Edward 
Ford Plate Glass Company at Rossford, 
O., has reopened, giving employment 
to 600 men, The Ford factory has a 
total of seven 20-pot furnaces, only 
three of which were started, leaving 
more than half the capacity of the 
plant still idle. By the beginning of 
next week the company will be ready 
to commence shipments from the prod- 
uct now being made. 


William F. Nye, of New Bedford, 
Mass., has established a permanent 
refining plant at Cape Hatteras for 
porpoise oil. The move was rendered 
necessary by reason of the short sup- 
ply received of late at New Bedford 
owing to the falling off in number of 
whaling vessels engaged in the indus- 
try. Jaw and melon oil, writes Mr. 
Nye, is used for watch and clock 
lubricating, for which there is a large 
demand. Porpoise oil, he claims, is a 
better burning oil than whale or lard 
and equal to sperm at a lower cost. 


Vice-Consul H. Nixon, of Newcastle, 
transmits an account from a British 
newspaper of the acquisition by a 
prominent firm of engineers and ship- 
builders of the large oil works of the 
Anglo-American Oil Company at the 
Lawe (at the entrance of the River 
Tyne), South Shields, for the purpose 
of supplying the British admiralty and 
private firms with liquid fuel, the gov- 
ernment using the oil for torpedo 
boats. On inquiry he learns that this 
report is correct. The newspaper ar- 
ticle is filed with the Bureau of Manu- 
factures, 


The new machine works of L. O. 
Koven & Brother at Jersey City, N. J., 
are now in running order, This plant 
is operated as a department of the busi- 
ness of L. O. Koven & Brother, whose 
business is the manufacture of special 
plate steel and sheet iron work for 
chemical works, mills, factories, abat- 
toirs, fertilizer plants, water works, etc. 
The firm is busy at present on some 
large mixing kettles and mixing tanks 
for chemical works and other special 
work.

The Johnston Glass Company has in- 
stalled Roger 8S. Pease machines in its 
No. 2 factory, at Hartford City, Ind. 
If the machines prove satisfactory, like 
improvements will be made in the No. 
1 factory. 

The fire which occurred in the plant 
of the Ozone Vanillin Company, at 
Niagara Falls, last week did not prove 
to be as serious as was first reported. 
The company has continued business 
without interription, and is filling all 
orders promptly. 


The Belgian workers, who recently 
bid for the plant of the Salem Window 
Glass Company, at Salem, W. Va., will 
probably secure the factory. This ac- 
tion is said to have been passed upon 
by the stock holders of the Salem com- 
pany at their last meeting. 


The Sunflower Glass Company’s 
plant at Coffeyville, Kan., has been 
destroyed by fire, entailing a loss of 
more than $50,000. About $20,000 worth 
of glass was saved from one building. 
The greater part of the loss was cov- 
ered by insurance. The officers of the 
company are:—B. F. Burk, president; 
Major Eastman, secretary, and Al 
Jenon, treasurer. The rebuilding of the 
factory is under consideration. 


A man named George B. Carter, 
charged with using the mails to de- 
fraud, was held last week for examina- 
tion February 4 under bonds of $1,500. 
It was charged that Carter has an 
office at Eleventh avenue and Wash- 
ington street, where he purchased goods 
under the name of W. S. Parker & Co., 
dealers in druggists’ sundries, and an- 
other office at Room 406, 270 Grand ave- 
nue, where he did business under the 
name of the Wisconsin Brokerage Com- 
pany. He offered druggists’ goods to 
local dealers cheaper than they could 
be obtained from legitimate jobbers. 


A Southern paper commenting on the 
fertilizer outlook as viewed by manu- 
facturers at Valdosta, Ga., makes the 
following statement:—‘‘The fertilizer 
orders here up to the present time have 
been the smallest in years, due to the 
fact that the country is so full of mois- 
ture that the farmers are not yet ready 
to begin to pitch their crops. The sales 
are just as large as last year, but the 
movement is much delayed. The heavy 
sales to date indicate that the farm- 
ers are not going to reduce their 
acreage very much, though it is be- 
lieved that the acreage of Sea Island 
cotton will be materially reduced. 
Valdosta factories sell about 25,000 tons 
of guano during the season, which will 
amount to about 1,500 carloads.” 


Consul Alfred A, Winslow, reporting 
from Valparaiso, says that the olive is 
cultivated in Chile very successfully, 
the climate being exceptionally adapted 
to its growth. There are at present 
some fine olive orchards in Chile, and 
the local demand is almost entirely sup- 
plied by the home production, as the 
importation of olives for 1905 only 
amounted to $6,935 United States cur- 
rency. That is not the situation as to 
olive oil, as this is all imported, the 
receipts in 1906 amounting to $646,285. 
This suggests a fine opening for an 
olive-oil factory in Chile. The local 
olive is said to be exceptionally rich 
and grows to a large size. 


Our Trieste correspondent in review- 
ing the cottonseed oil market for 1907 
says in part:—The year has _ unfor- 
tunately brought no increase at all in 
the duty matter as much as cottonseed 
oil is regarded, and consequently there 
is not the slightest improvement nor 
any change to be referred to in this 
line of trade here, except a very short 
revival in the month of Navember, 
when prices in the States had dropped 
to an extent by which Trieste buyers 
could afford buying altogether about 
2,000-2,500 barrels of cottonseed oil for 
subdivided shipment up to March- 
April, 1908, in spite of the excessive duty 
of 50 francs per 100 kilos net. However, 
it must be particularly outlined that 
this whole quantity is not by any means 
destined to consumption in Austria- 
Hungary because good part of it is ap- 
pointed for shipment to Levant ports, 
thus not having anything to do with 
the duty mentioned. 


On pages 28b and 28c of our January 
20th issue will be found an interesting 
two-page advertisement of C. K. Will- 
iams & Co., of Easton, Pa., manufac- 
turers of dry colors. This advertise- 
ment shows a photograph taken of a 
train of forty-four cars, comprising one 
consignment of one kind of crude paint 
material imported by C. K. Williams & 
Co. in the early part of 1906. This con- 
signment consisted of 1,400 tons—the 
largest quantity of any one grade of 
crude paint material ever before known 
to be imported into the United States. 
The second photograph shows a steam- 
boat that was chartered by C. K. Will- 
ians & Co. in 1907 for the transporta- 
tion of a consignment of 2,000 tons of 
crude paint material, making 600 tons 
larger than the consignment of 1906. 
Thus one can form a little idea of the 
amount of crude stock necessary to 
carry in the production of 150 various 
qualities. From these facts it is evi- 
dent that C. K. Williams & Co. expect 
business to resume its normal condli- 
tion at an early date. 
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A dispatch from Denver announces 
the death of Edward Cromwell, who 
was for a long time a conspicuous fig- 
ure in the business world. He was a 
charter member of the New York 
Produce Exchange, and served as its 
secretary and treasurer for ten years. 


Recent arrivals of plate glass in- 
clude more than 2,000 cases from Ant- 
werp. Other importations from Ant- 
werp consist of 56 cases of burnt lime. 
Receipts of glue aggregate 170 cases, 
the greater part being from Liverpood, 
While the balance comes from Trieste. 


The Edward Ford Plate Glass Com- 
pany, of Rossford, O., has resumed op- 
erations at its plant there. No work 
has been done in this factory for more 
than a month, owing to the necessity of 
repairs. Shipments will commence this 
week. About 600 men have been taken 
on. 


Fire destroyed the buildings of the 
Florida Sawmill Company at Paxton, 
Fla. This was one of the largest plants 
in the South for converting sawmill 
refuse into turpentine. A considerable 
quantity of turpentine was also con- 
sumed. A loss of more than $25,000 re. 
sulted. 


Advices from Boston state that the 
Crown Dyeing Company, of Medford, 
which was petitioned into involuntary 


bankruptcy December 9 last, filed its 


schedule of liabilities and assets yes- 
terday morning. The liabilities aggre- 
gate $161,531, while the assets are es- 
timated at $171,280. 


The Western Glucose Company will 
begin operating its large new plant at 
Robey, Ind., next week. 
capacity is 1,000 bushels of corn daily. 
This company was incorporated in Au- 
gust, 1906, under the laws of Maine, 
with an authorized capital stock of $2,- 
400,000, of which $1,200,000 is 7 per cent. 
preferred stock. D. B. Scully is pres- 
ident of the corporation.

Concerning the Cost of Bichromate 
of Soda. 
Editor, Oil Paint and Drug Reporter:— 


In a letter from your Washington cor- 
respondent published in your issue of Jan- 
uary 13 you state facts, written by Mr. 
Avery, regarding cost of bichromate of 
soda at ic., based on chrome ore at $50 per 
ton, lime at $8 per ton and coal at $3.50 per 
ton, while I am informed that chrome ore 
dves not cost over $20 per ton, lime over $4 
per ton and buckwheat coal over $2.50 per 
ten, so that the cost of manufacture of 
bichromates must be very much under 
Mr. Avery's statement, which was written 
either in ignorance or with designs of 
misleading. 

He also speaks of the comparative costs 
of other articles used in the manufac- 
ture. Lead here is worth about 3\c., 
against 3'%c, in England, instead of, as he 
states, lc. more here than in England, 
The packages certainly do not cost over 
Yee. per pound, so that we are convinced 
oc. to deliver would properly cover cost of 
bichromate of soda. 

The points as to “no profit’ did not 
arise until after centralization had taken 
place, whereas, while old prices were quite 
15 to 20 per cent. under new ones now in 
existence, one maker bought out the old- 
est and largest works in the country and 
another maker enlarged his capacity quite 
double. 

Misleading statements will be, as they 
always have been, made to continue this 
iniquitous duty for the sake of two 
or three makers, employing a total of 
not exceeding one thousand men and a 
capital of not over two millions of dollars, 
at the expense of leather, woolen and 
color manufacturers, employing hundreds 
of thousands of labor and hundreds of 
millions invested.

Sicilian Essential Oils as Viewed by 
an Exporter. 
Editor, Oil Paint and Drug Reporter:— 


While the recent trouble and contro- 
versy with the United States Government 
with reference to Sicilian essential oils, 
and especially lemon, is still fresh in the 
minds of interested parties, I deem it 
opportune to say a few words with refer- 
ence to how this trade is managed both 
in Sicily and abroad, in the hope that it 
may prove of some value to the trade. 
While there has been a lot of talk on this 
matter, still, as far as I can see, nobody 
has probed the bottom, or true state of 
affairs, and it is just for this very reason 
‘way, through the courtesy of the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter (so well known and 
diffusely read among Sicilian essential oil 
importers), that I wish to expound my 
views of this most interesting subject. 

Fortunately, the United States Govern 
ment has now waked up to the absolute 
absurdity of the test that they recently 
laid down for the examination of citrus 
fruit oils, and especially the lemon, and 
while their zeal cannot but be admired 
still, there must also be reason with it. 
and though advice and suggestions from 
Sicily might be taken as somewhat parti-

san, still, a certain amount of praise and 
intelligence must be given to those reput- 
able exporters who do know something 
about their own essences, having been 
born and bred in the trade, so to speak, 

The new standard of analysis now laid 
down by the United States Government, 
while, even now, not being all that it 
should be, is, nevertheless, of sufficient 
utility to evade the possibilities of the 
admission into the States of adulterated 
and impure oils, and as this is the chief 
scope of the law, it can be said to have 
attained its end, 

Now we will just go into the business 
from the Sicily side. I have read with 
great interest in the Oil, Paint and Drug 
Reporter the decision that has been come 
to among all reputable exporters not to 
allow importers any more the benefit of 
the ‘“‘drop clause’’ in their contracts, and 
quite right, too, for, although this clause 
may be instrumental in inducing heavy 
contracts, not to say speculation, still it 
is altogether a one-sided one, entirely 
egainst the interests of the exporter, and 
besides, anti-commercial. It is therefore 
with great pleasure that I see it is in 
future to be eliminated. Any right-minded 
and just person would certainly see that 
it is not fair to buy with a guarantee 
against decline, whereas if the market 
goes up, the exporter must ship and lose 
good money out of his own pocket, 
whereas if the market goes down, he must 
not even take advantage of it, but must 
give his profit to the buyer. 

Owing to the elimination of the above 
mentioned “drop clause” und the new gov- 
ernment law, orders are very scarce from

Sam J. Hale. 


Sam J. Hale, of the firm of Hale, Justis 
& Co., wholesale druggists of Cincinnati, 
died January 19, in his 8lst year, after a 


long, honorable and active business ca- 
reer. 
Mr. Hale was born at Madison, Me., 


April 27, 1827, and moved west when a lad 
of seventeen. He entered the drug busi- 
ness in Aurora, Indiana, where he lived 
for several years before moving to Cin- 
cinnati. At the latter city he engaged in 
the steamboat and general commission 
business, where the firm of Dean & Hale 
soon became well-known. In 1874 he again 
embarked in the drug business, this time 
as a wholesaler, being identified first with 
the firm of Reakirt, Hale & Co., and later 
with Hale, Justis & Co., of which latter 


house he continued a member up to the 
time of his death, 

The deceased gentleman also took a 
great interest in outside business. He was 


a director of the Firemen’s Insurance 
Company of Cincinnati and for several 
years president of the Globe Fire Insur- 
ance Company, also of that city. He took 
an active interest in public affairs, was at 
one time Mayor of the village of Avondale, 
since incorporated with Cincinnati, presi- 
dent of the Board of Education of the 
same place, and a trustee of the Avon- 
dale Presbyterian Church. Mr. Hale was 
likewise connected in an official capacity 
with the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce

abroad, and, as a consequence, the market 
over here has declined, and even for what 
contracts that have so far been passed 
from the States or Great Britain, no ex- 
porters here have, so far, covered them- 
selves, as they prefer to wait for further 
declines, and as is generally the case, on 
a decliring market nobody wants to buy, 
but prefers to wait and see if the decline 
goes any further. What is the result? 
One must not forget the existence of that 
strong association formed over here 
among all the rich landed proprietors with 
the precise object of keeping the Sicilian 
essential oil market in a healthy condi- 
tion, in other words the ‘‘Consorzio,” 
which will surely come to the rescue qdi- 
rectly they think prices have gone suff- 
ciently low, and buy up themselves. Then 
look out for high prices; the market will 
increase, exporters will rush to cover 
themselves, importers abroad will be only 
to eager to place orders and contracts, the 
“Consorzio”’ will keep the pot a boiling 
by putting more fuel into the fire, and 
values will be pushed up to the extreme 
high limits of last season, with the conse- 
quent result that sooner or later the 
bubble will burst. But when? Certainly 
not before a lot of money has been lost 
both by exporters and importers, and 
those foreign firms who have been unfor- 
tunate enough to place their orders with 
“straw” firms, will have to sit with their 
hands closed and see their contracts unex- 
ecuted. Not a nice prospect, certainly. 
In conclusion, the bettering of the 
Sicilian essential oil trade can be brought 
about by just a little judicious thinkin 
on both sides, and if every importer woul 
have faith in his supplier, provided of 
course this is a thoroughly reputable firm, 
things would work much better, and to 
the benefit of all concerned. Of course, 
this is only my opinion, but considering 
that I have been brought up practically 
in “lemon oil copper,”’ I think my ex- 
perience should count for something.

Simon Gebhart. 


Simon Gebhart, an old and distinguished 
citizen of Dayton, Ohio, died suddenly at 
his home last Tuesday from heart fail- 
ure, superinduced by old age. 

Mr. Gebhart was born August 16, 1816, 


in Gebhartsburg, Somerset County, Pa., 
and consequently, at the time of his 
death, was over 91 years of age. In his 


early manhood he studied law, and after 
being admitted to the bar, formed a_part- 
nership with Judge Black, a late distin- 
guished jurist of Pennsylvania, the firm 
being known as Black & Gebhart. He 
wert to Dayton in 1849, and ever since 
has been closely identified with the busi- 
ness and financial interests of the city. 
until four or five years ago, his health 
not permitting him to actively engage in 
commercial affairs. 

After going to Dayton he relinquished 
the practice of law and went into the 
wholesale grocery business, which he 
conducted for a number of years. After- 
ward he became a manufacturer of lin- 
seed oil upon an extensive scale. He was 
the organizer and first president of the 
First National Bank, which later was suc- 


ceeded by the firm of Gebhart, Harman 
& Co. and later succeeded by the 
City National Bank. Mr. Gebhart was 


its first president, continuing in this ca- 
pacity for a number of years. 

At one time in his life, the deceased 
gentleman was a large dealer in leaf to- 
bacco, and {+t was primarily to his efforts

| that the cultivation and production of .to- 


bacco in Ohio is due. 


He was also connected: with the forma- 
tion and growth of the railroad industry 
of Dayton and Ohio, having been the 


builder and originator of the Dayton, 
Xenia and Belfry Railroad, one of the orig- 
inal directors of the Little Miami Railroaa, 
and also one of the first directors in the 
C., H. @ D. Railroad. He was also one of 
the original directors in the Dayton Gas 
Light and Coke Company, He was at one 
time president of the Dayton and Western 
Railway Company. His death removes the 


last original director of that road, and 
he was the last one to hold a life pass 
over the road. 

Mr. Gebhart was married in_ 1839 to 


Martha E. Parker, of Somerset, Pennsyl- 
vania, who died four years ago. By this 


alliance there were seven children—three 
sons and four daughters—all living ex- 
cept one son, William F, Gebhart, who 


died about two years ago. The sons who 
survive are W. B. Gebhart and George P. 
Gebhart, and the daughters, Mary A. Geb- 
hart, Florence Gebhart, Mrs. R. Norwood, 
of Baltimore, Md., and Mrs. O. B. Brown, 
of Dayton. One brother, Joseph R, Geb- 
hart, the last of the family, also survives. 

Mr. Gebhart, at the time of his death, 
was one of the oldest members of the 
First Lutheran Church, having been a 
member for many years.

A New Borax Company. 


A new borax company has been organ- 
ized in California.

Mr. Thor- 
kildsen and his partner, Mr. S. T. Mather, 
who constitute the company, have been 
connected with the borax industry for fif- 
teen years, and their company has been 
appointed the sole selling agents for the 
new company. Boracic acid will be made 
in San Francisco by the Stauffer Chemical 
Company from the ore of the Lang mines. 
The new company will operate factories 
at San Francisco, Chicago and New 
Brighton.

Drug Plant Investigations by De- 


partment of Agriculture. 


ABSTRACT OF REPORT BY DR. GALLO- 
WAY, CHIEF OF BUREAU OF PLANT 
INDUSTRY. 


Washington, Jan. 31, 1908. 


The drug plant investigations of the De- 
partment of Agriculture during the past 
vear are described in the annual report of 
Dr. B. T. Galloway, chief of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry, about to be issued. 
This line of work was undertaken by the 
department several years ago with a view 
to developing the growing of certain drug 
plants on a commercial scale in this coun- 
try. It has since expanded until it now 
covers a broad field of constantly increas- 
ing importance. Following is an abstract 
of Dr. Galloway's report upon this branch 
of the bureau’s work:—

Testing Stations.—During the year testing 
stations have been maintained at the Arling- 
ton Experimental Farm, near Washington, D. 
C.; at Ebenezer, Florence county, 8. C., in co 
operation with Messrs. E, Cottingham and J 
W McCowan; at Huntington, Putnam coun 
ty, Fla., in co-operation with Dr. George E 
Walker; at Pierce, Wharton county, Tex., in 
co-operation with Mr. Fred. W. Reed. By 
means of these widely separated stations we 
are enabled to ascertain something of the ef- 
fect of climatic conditions on the products 
obtained Work of this sort has been carried 
on at Burlington, Vt., in co-operation with 
the Vermont Agricultural Experiment Station, 





until the present year, but the results reached 
seem to indicate clearly that a large propor- 
tion of our most important drug plants thrive 
better in a warmer climate. Moreover, the 
labor supply has become very short lately, and 
the high prices demanded would operate 
against the adoption of our projects by farm- 
ers For these reasons this station has not 
been continued. 

Poppy Work.—Another attempt has been 
made to get a sufficient quantity of poppy

seed from different parts of the United States 
and from Japan. A few Chinese trees have 
ilso been imported for this purpose through 
the Office of Seed and Plant Introduction and 
Distribution.

Several private concerns 
have undertaken camphor growing on a more 
or less extended commercial scale as a result 
of the demonstration made by the depart 
ment. A further planting is to be made at 
Pierce, Tex., in co-operation with Mr. A, P. 
Borden, 

American Hops.--The work of the past year 
has been directed chiefly along the line of 
the relation of methods of curing and han- 
«dling to the hard and soft resin content of the 
hops. In general, the results obtained seem 
to show that curing at lower temperatures 
than those usually employed gives a hop of 
higher soft-resin and lower hard-resin con- 
tent. It is traditionally believed that a high 


soft-resin content makes hops of higher quality 
than a high hard-resin content. The basis for 
this belief needs investigation, as well as a 
number of factors at present neglected. The 
relation of sulphuring to the quality of the 
product has received some attention, with very 
interesting results. 


Paprika Peppers.—Experiments carried on at 
Ebenezer, S. C., for two years have resulted 
in the growing, curing and marketing of about 


7.000 pounds of paprika pods of the Hungarian 
type. The selling price has been low, owing 
to the conservative attitude of buyers toward 
a new source for this article. However, there 
has heen no difficulty in selling the entire crop 





at a substantial though not sensational profit. 
There seems to be a disposition on the part of 
spice dealers to regard the American product 
as an acceptable commercial article. 
Miscellaneous Field Work.—Spanish licorice, 
grown at Ebenezer, S. C., for several seasons, 
has seemed to do well and will be harvested, 


at least in part, this fall. Late spring frosts 
severely injured plantings of belladonna, digi- 
talis and varieties of cayenne peppers at the 
same place. 

Lemon Investigations.—It is recognized by 
fruit dealers that while the American lemon 
is in most respects a very superior fruit, it is 


deficient in keeping qualities after it reaches 






the market. To what cause this deficier is 
due is an open question In the hope of get- 
ting some light on it investigations into the 
methods of handling lemons were begun dur- 
ing the past winter in southern California 
This work was of a preliminary nature, but 
jeveloped some promising lines along which to 


attack the problem. 
Laboratory Work.—Work in the 
has kept pace with the field work. 


laboratory 
By a mod- 


ification of our former method the availabl 
output of morphine from poppy capsule walls 
has been considerably increased. The work on 
red peppers has resulted in a practical meth- 
od of estimating pungency, which may have 
considerable commercial value to those who 
grind cayennes and other red peppers. 

The volatile oils of hops from_ different 


sources have been distilled and some important 
commercial propositions apparently await the 
development of this line of work. In connec- 


tion with the volatile oil demand of the coun- 
try a few sorts of plants furnishing this type 
of product have been grown and _ distilled 
Some promising wild plants rich in volatile 
oils have been investigated with very sugges 
tive results. Several oils of very good quality 
have been obtained in small quantities. 

Plans for Future Work.—The utility of the 
testing stations has been demonstrated, and in 





order to increase our range of information the 
establishment of an additional station at some 
point in the upper Mississippi Valley, to repre 
sent a large and fertile agricultural area, 
seems desirable. In order to test the behavior 
a number of very important Old World drug 
plants grown under conditions not found at 
any of our established or prospective stations 
facilities for such tests in the arid Southwest 
should be provided. 

The camphor work should be pushed with all 
possible vigor in favorable regions and should 
be tested on a commercial scale in Texas, 
preferably at Pierce, where a part of the 
work is already located. The camphor short- 
age increases In acuteness as the volume of 
the demand increases. In view of the fact 
that no one region seems likely to be able to 
supply this demand, it is desirable to under- 
take this additional experiment in order to test 
primarily the commercial side of the project. 
The poppy work should be _ continued along 
present lines until the possibilities of utilizing 
this source of morphine are thoroughly worked 
out, 

Hops rank as the fourteenth crop in value in 


of 


the United States, and the future of this in- 
dustry is closely involved in improving the 
processes of handling the product and in im 
proving the stock. The distinctive American 
sorts offer a very promising field for utilizing 
the principles of plant breeding in raising 


the quality of this product. Work should be 
continued in these directions. Fairly equipped 
laboratory facilities in hop regions are a dis- 
tinct requirement for prosecuting this work. 
The possibilities of perfumery plant produc- 
tion in this country have never been ade 
quately explored, and field and laboratory 
work along these lines should be carried out 
to develop them. The lemon work should be 
prosecuted in the field and laboratory along 
somewhat broader lines than has hitherto been 
possible. A study of lemon storage in the

eastern centers is a necessary forward step, 
while the laboratory work should be maintained 
so as to keep pace with the field investigations. 


Oleomargarine in Syria. 


DEMAND FOR AN AMERICAN 
FOOD PRODUCT. 


Consul Jesse B. Jackson, of Alexan- 
dretta, reports that the importation of the 
products of cottonseed oil into Syria is 
increasing very rapidly, due principally 
to the shortage in the production of but- 
ter. The Consul continues:— 


The constant exportation of sheep and cattle, 
together with the ravages of disease among 
the flocks and herds, has brought about an 
enormous decrease in the number of butter- 
producing animals in all thie part of the Otto- 
man Empire. Heretofore butter and olive oil 
were the only fats used for culinary purposes, 
principally because of their great production 
throughout the country, and further because 
the Mohammedan population are firmly against 
the use of pork and all of its products. 
small consignments of cottonseed oil 
have been received from time to time and used 
principally for mixing paints and for lubri- 
cating purposes, but ae yet there is very little 
demand for it. None is used for cooking pur- 
poses, quite a sufficient quantity of olive oil 
being regularly produced to meet the require- 
ments of the trade. 

The recent continued advance in the prices of 
foodstuffs in general, and of butter in particu- 
lar, has placed this commodity out of the 
reach of great masses of the people, who, of 
necessity, are compelled to resort to a cheaper 
article. They naturally turn to the most whole 
some and convenient thing at hand, which in 
this case proves to be oleomargarine, or 
‘“‘American butter,’’ as they are disposed to 
term it. Certain commission agents of this 
consular district are just now very active in 
the quest of this article, against the use of 
Which there is no prejudice whatever, but on 
the contrary it is rapidly growing in favor, 
the market extending to every community. 


QUALITY MAINTENANCE—DIRECT SALES

there is one thing necessary to maintain the 
continuation of this increase in trade and to 


hold the business when it has once been estab 
lished, and that is that the quality of the 
importation must remain as good as it is at 
present, and shipments must always be fresh 
and free from any unpleasant flavor, 

There is another matter that is true of nearly 
every item of importation from America, and 
is most strikingly apparent in the case of oleo- 
margarine, and which has a great tendency 
to retard the business. That is that certain 
parties in Constantinople have secured exclu- 
sive representation of large American com- 
panies for all of Turkey, thereby shutting out 
the local importers, who will not do business 
except directly with the firms in the United 
States. 

The iocal commission houses, through whom 
practically all goods are imported, are, to a 
great extent, in control of the trade of their 
patrons, who are reluctant to buy except 
through their regular representatives. If 
American exporters will take up this matter 
direct with the principal importers of this 
consular district, it will be much to their 
advantage. Prices should be quoted per kilo 
of 2.2 pounds, ¢c. i. f. Alexandretta or Mersine, 
as the case may be, and all correspondence 
should be in French.

Saturday Noon, Feb. 1, 1908. 
Steadiness was the principal feature 


of the paint market during the past 
week. All descriptions of leads and 
dry colors were generally firm, and 


with the prospects of early improve 
ment in demand, there was no indica- 
tion for a shading of prices, while on 
the contrary the tendency was rather 
upward. Some increase in demand was 
noticeable, with inquiries centered in 
oxides such as red lead and litharge. 
No large lots were taken up, how- 
ever. as consumers were not desirous 
of increasing their stocks to any ma- 
terial extent, preferring to await the 
advent of real spring activity. Grind- 
ers were also in the market for dry 
lead, but limited their inquiries to 
necessary small quantities. These con- 
ditions, it is thought, are likely to 
rule until seasonable activity in the 
painting trade is more fully resumed. 
For the most part the demand was 
above that of 4 year ago at this time, 
but some manufacturers were not en- 
thusiastic over the business transacted, 
Zines showed a steady improvement, 
both as to demand and tone, and while 
there was no quotable change, the sit- 
uation was such as to indicate a 
stronger market as the spring ap- 
proaches. Dry colors were generally 
firm, although quiet. Considerable in- 
terest was manifested in the resump- 
tion of the manufacture of paris green, 
This has only been started in a small 
Way, however, and as a consequence 
the announcement of prices will be later 
than usual this year. Quotations will 
probably be offered about March 1. 
Blacks and other colors were in fair 
demand, and business generally was 
reported as good as usual for this time 
of year. There was no quotable change 
on any description, but the _ prices 
quoted were firmly held. In the smaller 
articles whiting attracted principal 
attention. The demand was. de- 
cidedly better. Several new  con- 
tracts were taken on, and_ spot 
jobbing business was quite up to sea- 
sonable proportions. Gums were ac- 
tive, but no unusual business de- 
veloped. All descriptions remained 
steady at current prices. Damar and 
Manilas were somewhat easier on the 
other side, but local prices were un-

White Lead, Zincs, Ete. 


WHITE LEAD.—A continued 
demand was apparent in white 
but withal a fair business was done 
for this time of year. Grinders were 
principally interested in dry lead, and 
several moderate sized jobbing lots 
were taken up. The turn of the 
month is expected to bring more im- 
provement in business. Firm prices 
were repeated, on the basis of 55c. 
for car lots, while smaller quantities 
brought 5%@6c. Lead in oil ruled 
steady on the basis of 64%@6%c., as to 
brand, for lots of 500 pounds and over, 
in packages of 100 pounds and upward.

In lots of less than 500 pounds the 
usual advance of one-half cent is 
charged. English lead in oil also dis- 


played more activity. Values remain 
eenenged at 104%@10%c., as to quan- 
tity. 

RED LEAD.—Structural steel manu- 
facturers and other large consumers 
were again in the market for red lead, 
and several good sized orders were 
filled. Little future business was done, 
buyers preferring to meet their re- 
quirements in a small way until] the 
spring demand warrants taking on of 
larger supplies. Full prices were again 
quoted on the basis of 64@6%c., as to 
grade and quantity, with small pack- 
ages 4%4@‘%c. higher. A moderate to 
fair demand continued for imported 
descriptions and values were repeated 
at 84@8'ec., as to quantity. 

LITHARGE.—Inquiries for litharge 
were more numerous than during the 
preceding week, and a considerable 
jobbing business was transacted. The 
steady improvement caused sellers to 
be more hopeful for an active demand 
during the early spring. Prices were 
unchanged but firmly held at 64@6%c., 
as to grade and quantity. Imported 
grades were steady and firm, at 8% 
@8tec., as to quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—AIl grades re- 
mained steady, with a moderate demand 
for both domestic and imported varie- 
ties. There was no quotable change, 
prices remaining steady at 814%4@8%c. for 
American, 10@llc. for German and 
English, 114%@12c. for French, as to 
quantity, less the usual discount terms. 

ZINCS.—The demand for zince, es- 
pecially American grades, continued to 
improve steadily, and much more busi- 
ness was transacted than during any 
week since the beginning of the year. 
Several new contracts were filled, all 
of which called for fair quantities for 





all deliveries. Spot jobbing business 
was also of good proportions. Foreign 
zines were rather quiet but firm in 


sympathy with American. All descrip- 
tions remained steady at former quo- 





tations on the basis off 54@5%c., as 
to grade and quantity. French red 
seal was well held at 84@8%c,; green 
seal, 1016@10%c., less the usual dis- 
count, as to quantity. German brands 
were reduced to the basis of 6.40c. for 
red seal, 6.95c. for green seal, 7.50c. 
for white seal, as to quantity. 

PIG LEAD.—Despite a remarkable 
lack of buying interest in pig lead dur- 
ing the past week, the situation in all 
of the three principal markets was un- 
usually strong. There was some fluc- 
tuation, but this was of little import- 
effect in bringing 


ance, having no 

sellers down to the views of buyers. 
This condition was especially in evi- 
dence in the local market, where the 


general quotation throughout the week 
was 3.80c, for spot, with futures held at 
3.75@3.80c. for February-March. A few 
limited quantities were available on 
spot at the price quoted, but the highest 
bid received was 3.77\%c. The sellers re- 
fused to do business at that figure. and 
as a consequence no trading was done. 
The only sale reported in the local 
market consisted of 375 tons for future 
delivery. This lot was allowed to go 
at 3.75c. February-March. Export busi- 
ness was fair, shipments aggregating 
more than 800 tons. Considerable dis- 
appointment was manifested among the 
dealers in the St. Louis market, owing 
to the continued lack of interest among 


buyers. It was confidently expected 
that the first month of the new year 
would have shown some important 


business, but this did not develop, and 
the last week of the month was almost 
as uninteresting as the preceding 
three. The one feature that was cause 
for some relief was the sale of 200 tons 
at the prevailing price, 3.65c. Although 
this was the only business transacted. 
the undertone of the market was re- 
markably firm, and the same full price 
prevailed at the closing. During the 
week there were several bids of 3.60c., 


but these were not considered by any 
seller. The London market was gen- 
erally stronger throughout the_ week, 


influenced by a steadily increasing de- 
mand. At the opening on Monday the 
lowest price for soft Spanish was £14 
12s. 6d., which was 2s. 6d. higher than 
the closing price on the preceding 
Saturday. The price advanced steadily, 
and at the closing £15 was generally 


auoted. 
Dry Colors. 


No feature of interest developed in 
the market for dry colors during the 
last week. The same steady undertone 
was in evidence, and all descriptions 
were firmly held at unchanged quota- 
tions. Blacks, which had been in fair 
demand during the early part of the 
month, were less active, but with sup- 
plies none too plentiful there was no 
disposition on the part of sellers to 
shade prices, as confidence was felt in 
a return of heavier orders with the 
turn of the month. Quotations were 
therefore repeated on both carbon and

Unsettled conditions and stagnation 
were heard on all sides in the window 
glass industry during the past week. 
The wage-scale question, the one sub- 
ject which has brought trading in this 
market almost to a standstill for the 
present, was again discussed by lead- 
ing factors, but the solution was as far 
away as ever. It had been hoped that 
several factories in this vicinity would 
have resumed operations this past 
week, but nothing along that line was 
done, There was no demand and manu- 
facturers did not see any good reason 
to start their furnaces, Now that the 
winter is pretty well advanced, how- 
ever, it is rhought that something will 
be done, It is expected that a return 
to something like seasonable activity 
will be seen about February 15. In the 


South the outlook is more favorable, 
several of the larger factories now 
being run full blast. At the same time 
there are many plants that are still 
closed down, and as long as the dif- 
ferences continue between the men, 
they are likely to remain so, Several 


operators who, until lately have been 
willing to do business, withdrew their 
quotations last week, contending that 
the prices offered for their product did 
not reach anywhere near the cost of 
production. These sellers announced 
their willingness to do business only 
when orders are received, when prices 
will be quoted accordingly. With the 
market in this condition, prices were 
purely nominal, ranging from as low 
as 90 and 10 up to 90 and 30 for both 
single and double strength window 
glass,

of Agriculture, a full abstract of which 
the Reporter’s correspondent is enabled 
to present below, will be examined with 
unusual interest, for the reason that it 


covers the first six months during which 
the national pure food and drug law has 
been in force, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
chief of the bureau, who is justly regard- 
ed as the father of the federal statute, 
devotes considerable space to an outline 
of the work of the Bureau under the law 


and to a statement of the department’s 

attitude toward the various interested 

trades:— 

ENFORCEMENT OF THE FOOD AND 
DRUGS ACT. 


During the year 1907 an unusual development 
in the work of the Bureau of Chemistry has 
taken place. The work in connection with 
the execution of the laws relating to the im- 
portation of foods has been gradually increas- 
ing during the past four years and the various 
lines of work conducted in the different lab- 
oratories of the bureau have. continued to grow 
in number and importance, notwithstanding the 
demands made on the facilities of the bureau 
by that portion of the work relating to adul- 
terated foods and drugs. 

The greatest increase, both in work and 
personnel, however, has been due to the enact- 
ment of the food and drugs act of June 30, 
1906, which became effective on the first day of 
January, 1907. Previous to this date it was 
necessary to carry out the provision of the 
law providing for the establishment of regu- 
lations. To Fhis end a committee, consisting 
of H. W. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry; S. N. D. North, director of the Bureau 
of Census, Department of Commerce and Labor, 
and James L. Gerry, chief of the Division of 
Customs, Treasury Department, acting for the 
Secretaries of Agriculture, of Commerce and 
Labor and of the Treasury, respectively, pre- 
pared a set of tentative regulations. Great 
care was exercised in the preparation of these 
regulations, not only that the provisions of 
the law should be fully executed, but also that 
there should be no unnecessary annoyance or 
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burden placed upon the trade. It was deemed 


advisable before the promulgation of these 
regulations to hold public hearings in order 
to obtain the opinions ot manufacturers and 
dealers. To this end hearings were held in 
New York during the montn of September, 
19u6, and were continued for a week, Upon 
the adjournment of these hearings the com- 
mittee met frequently for the purpose of 


the regulations, which were finally 
signed, and promulgated on October 


formulating 
completed, 


17, 1906, as Circular 21 of the Secretary's 
Office. As soon as these regulations were pub 
lished a great flood of correspondence poured 
into the Bureau of Chemistry, necessitating a 
large increase in the clerical force. At the 
same time also arrangement was made for 
increasing the chemical force, to be ready for 
the increased activities of the work incident to 
the enforcement of the law on January 1, 1907. 

Between January 1 and June 30, 1907, the 


personnel of the Bureau of Chemistry was more 
than doubled, the increase being divided be- 
tween the clerical force, chemical assistants 
and the corps of insnectors, The work inci- 
dent to the enforcement of the law proved to 
be of far greater magnitude than had been 
anticipated, and up to July 1, 1907, no ac- 
tual prosecutions under the interstate feature 
of the law had been instituted. During this 
time, however, a much more rigorous execution 
of the law relating to imported foods was es- 
tablished. This was possible because under 
the previous laws the machinery for the inspec- 
tion and analysis of the imported foods had 
been already well organized. The only change 
which was made, therefore, in this service was 
to transfer the execution of the law from the 


clause in the appropriation bill provided 
therefor and place it directly under the food 
and drugs act of June 30, 19U6. 

It will not be out of place to mention in 
this connection that, although up to July 1 
no actual cases had been instituted in the 


courts under the food and drugs act, the moral 
effect of the act was apparent in every branch 
of trade connected with the food industry. One 
of the most gratifying features of this pre- 
liminary activity has been the almost unani- 
mous support accorded by the trade to the 
principles of the act. In the majority of cases 
manutacturers of food products, as well as 
dealers therein, have expressed their cordial 
support of the act and offered their hearty 
collaboration in securing its enforcement. The 
importance of this fact cannot be overesti- 
mated, since the difficulties of enforcing an act, 
if the entire food trade was opposed to it, 
would be practically insuperable. Supported, 
however, not only by public opinion, but also 
by the active collaboration of producer and 
consumer, the food law will have that moral 
support which is absolutely necessary in con- 
nection with the statutory provisions to secure 


more wholesome and properly branded food 
and drug products for the market. 
Statements have been made attributing the 


rise of prices in certain food products to the 
enactment and enforcement of the law. It is 
undoubtedly true that prior to the enforce- 
ment of the law many food products of purity 
and excellence were subjected to the unfair 
competition of imitations or adulterated arti- 
cles, sold under the same name, which de- 
pressed the price below what was just and 
normal. It is evident, therefore, that when 
this unfair competition is withdrawn the prices 
of such commodities will naturally rise to the 
normal level. At the same time the consumer 
will be benefited, because the adulterated, de- 
based or misbranded articles will fall in price 
to a normal level, and, though paying a higher 
price for the pure article he will be able to 
secure the inferior or misbranded article at a 
lower figure. Upon the great factor of prices— 
namely, supply and demand—the food and 
drugs act can have no effect whatever. With 
the increasing population the demand for all 
the necessities of life increases. If by fluc- 
tuation of crops the productive power of the 
country varies from year to year, there must 
be a natural variation in prices. It cannot be 
demonstrated, therefore, in any convincing 
way that the food and drugs act has increased 
the prices of foods and drugs except in so far 
as has been indicated above. To that extent 
the increase in prices should be welcomed by 
the consumer instead of regretted, since it pre- 
vents the exercise of fraud of which he is the 
ehief victim. 

Board of Food and Drug _ Inspection.—The 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection was created 


by the Secretary of Agriculture on April 25, 
1907, through General Order No. 111. The 


duties of the board are to consider all ques- 
tions arising in the enforcement of the food 
and drugs act of June 30, 1906, upon which 
the decision of the Secretary of Agriculture is 
necessary; to consider and supervise all corre- 
spondence involving interpretations of the law 
and questions arising under the law, and to 
conduct hearings based upon alleged violations 
of the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906. 
The Bureau of Chemistry is charged, under 
the act, to perform whatever analytical work 
may be required for the information of the 
board, which reports directly to the Secretary. 
The personnel is as follows:—H. W. Wiley, 
chemist and chief of bureau, chairman; F. L. 
Dunlap, associate chemist, and G. P. McCabe, 
solicitor of the department. 

Appointment of Food and Drugs Inspectors.— 
In February, 1907, a civil service examination 
was held to secure inspectors for the enforce- 
ment of the food and drugs act of June 30, 
1906. Twenty-eight appoinements were made, 
and on June 3 these inspectore reported at 
Washington for instruction as to the policy to 
be pursued in the enforcement of the food and 
drugs act and the practical details of inspec- 
tion and sampling. They were given lessons 
in the collection and mechanical preparation 
of samples within the District of Columbia and 
the State of Virginia. After more than a 
week thus employed the force was divided into 
two divisions, for the purpose of making a 
tour of the principal manufacturing cities lo- 
cated in the East and Central West. Factories 
were visited and inspected at Wheeling, Pitts- 
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Detroit, Baltimore, Philadel- 
and soston, under direct 
supervision of officials of the bureau. Any 
unfavorable conditions found in the factories 
inspected were subsequently discussed with the 
inspectors, with a view, first of impressing 
upon them the necessity of sanitation in the 
preparation of articles of food and drugs, and, 
second, for the purpose of acquainting them 
With the methods o: processing and packing 
wenerally employed in factories, By June vu, 
1907, the inspectors had been assigned and had 
taken temporary headquarters in their respec- 
tive territories. In making these assignments 
two objects were kept in view, viz., the iocation 
of branch Jaboratories and the strategic posi- 
tion afforded ot interstate com- 
merce, 

Imported Food Inspection.—Six branch lab- 
oratories have been in operation at the chief 
ports of entry for several years, and additional 
laboratories are being installed at ports of 
entry of lesser magnitude, but at which consid 
erable importations of foods and druge occur, 
Invoices of foods and drugs intended for ports 
at which no laboratory has been established are 
torwarded to the Bureau of Chemistry. Sam- 
ples desired for the purpose of inspection are

taken by the customs officer at such ports 
and forwarded to Washington or to one of the 
branch -laboratories for examination. The 


chiefs of the branch laboratories have authority 
to take immdeiate action regarding shipments, 
which, in their opinion, comply with the law. 
They are also authorized to take final action 
in the case of a violation of the law for which 
a@ precedent has been established, and may be 
delegated by the board to nold hearings. 

In case of a doubt regarding the violation of 
the law, and in cases where no precedent has 
been established through a decision by the 
Board ot Food and Drug Inspection, the mat- 
ter is referred by the branch laboratory to 
the bureau for final action. Here the report 
of the laboratory ie reviewed by the Division 
of Foods, after which it is considered by the 
members of the Board of Food and Drug In- 
spection, together with any correspondence 
that may have been received regarding the 
case. A recommendation is then made by the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, who issues instruc- 
tions regarding the disposition of the case. 

Acting on these instructions, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry sends the requisite in- 
structions to the chief of the branch laboratory, 
who is authorized to request of the appro- 
priate customs officer the release of the ship- 
ment, its relabeling or its transportation beyond 


the jurisdiction of the United States, as cir- 
cumstances may require. 
Interstate Inspection.—Samples of foods 


shipped in interstate commerce or sold in the 
District of Columbia and the Territories are 
secured by the inspectors of the bureau and 
forwarded to the laboratory situated in the 
section of the country in which the respective 
samples are taken. The reports on individual 
samples from the inspection laboratories are 
sent to the Bureau of Chemistry and reviewed 
by the Division of Foods. If the cases do not 
appear to be satisfactory from a chemical 
Standpoint, they ure held in abeyance without 
further reference. If the case is considered 
satistactory for prosecution because of adul- 
iteration or misbranding, the report is referred 
to the Chief Inspector to determine whether 
the samples have been legally collected. 

If it is found that the sample has been ille- 
gally collected, the Chief Inspector takes im- 
mediate steps to obtain a new sample, the 
report on the first sample being held in abey- 
ance until the analysis of the second sample is 
completed. When the chemical data appears 
to be sufficient for prosecution and the sample 
is found to have been legally collected, the 
reports are turned over to the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection, which board appointe the 
time and place of hearing and notifies the 
dealer. If, after such hearing, it appears that 
the law has been violated, the Solicitor of the 
Department refers the case to the proper 
United States district attorney for prosecution. 


DIVISION OF FOODS. 


During the past year the work of this divi- 
sion has included a wide range. In the inves- 
tigation of flavoring extracts new methods have 
been devised for detecting adulteration of 
eseential oils and extracts, and their composi- 
tion has been studied. About 30 extracts pur- 
chased in the open market were examined and 
analyses made of a number of imported lemon 
oils, 

During the year the question of the use of 
sulphur in bleaching food products has been 
prominently before the chemist and manufac- 
turer. This division has spent considerable 
time in investigating the methods for the de- 
termination of free and combined sulphurous 
acid in these products and in determining the 
amounts used at the present time. Valuable 
data were obtained both as to the accuracy of 
the analytical methods employed for detection 
and the extent of the use of this bleaching 
axent. 

The number of chemical analyses in connec- 
tion with the inspection of imported food prod- 
ucts has been constantly increasing. The work 
done at Washington along this line consists 
in confirming the results of analyses made in 
the various branch laboratories and in making 
the initial examination of food products from 
ports of entry where no branch laboratories 
have been established. In this way 1,289 sam- 
ples of imported foods have been passed upon 
at Washington. Under the scheme of organ- 
ization of the Bureau for the past year, the 
six original branch laboratories (at New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, New Orleans, 
and San Francisco) were considered as a part 
of the Division of Foods. 

During the year 378 samples of imported 
olive oil were examined, of which 310 were 
found to comply with the law, 60 were re- 
leased without prejudice to future decision in 
similar cases, 6 were admitted after the labels 
were changed to harmonize with the law, and 
2 were required to be reshipped beyond the 
jurisdiction of the United States or destroyed. 

Fifty-five samples of other oils and fats were 
examined, of which 36 were found to comply 
with the law, 16 were released without preju- 
dice to future decision in similar cases and 3 
were admitted after the labels were changed 
to harmonize with the law. 

Of spices and condiments, 423 samples were 
examined, of which 290 were found to comply 
with the law, 105 were released without 
prejudice to future decisions in similar cases, 
5 were admitted after the labels were changed 
to harmonize with the law and 23 were re

When thus prescribed they become, to all in- 
tents and purposes, drugs, and must be judged 
by the drug standard. It therefore happens 
that often a commodity is subject to two 
‘ sets of standards; when sold and used for food 
it is judged by the food standards, and 
when sold and used as a medicine, by the drug 
standard. Examples of this are found in such 
well-known substances as brandy and olive 
oil. On the other hand, there are many drugs 
which owe their therapeutic value almost 
solely to their nutritive properties, but these 
drugs are rarely sold as foods chiefly hecause 
of their unpalatable qualities. One of the most 
important drugs of this kind is codliver ofl. 
The policy of the Drug Laboratory is to re- 
gard as drugs all ordinary food substances of 
' mineral, plant, or antmal origin which are 
recognized by the medical faculty as having 
valuable curative properties whenever specifi- 
cally used for drug purposes. While {t 1s 
not always easy to determine to which cate- 
gory the substance belongs, it can usually he 
done either by the inspection of the label or 
by studying the trade conditions 
During the last six months of the fiscal

Tanning Material.—An_ investigation of 
American sumacs for the purpose of deter- 
mining the tannin content of sumacs from 
different localities, the most favorable time 
to gather them, and the best method of 
curing, was begun during the year and is 
still in progress Data were also collected 
as to occurrence, yield per acre. and uses 
of the native wild sumac. This plant, which 
is very plentiful in certain sections, may be 
gathered profitably at the present price of 
sumac and may replace Sicilian sumac in 
many cases. As it has been claimed that 
the Sicillan sumac imported now is much 
less adulterated than when the samples were 
first collected, more recent importations were 
sampled and are now being examined. 

Wood Turpentine.—The work on wood tur- 
pentines and the production of turpentine 
has been continued, and a large number of 
samples have heen analyzed and practical 
tests made with various samples to deter- 
mine their value as varnish and paint thin- 
ners. 

Destructive Distillation of Wood.—In the 
prosecution of the work along this line a 
number of complete sets of products, the 
samples of which were taken at regular in- 
tervals during distillation, have heen exam- 
ined for the purpose of determining the na- 
ture and quantity of the* products at vari- 
ous periods during production. The data 
thus obtained should be useful In suggesting 
improvements in the conduct of the chem- 
x Laboratory ical processes of this industry.

Linseed Oil, 


There is practically nothing to add 
this week to previous reports. Condi- 
tions in the local market are very close 
to what they were a week ago. If any- 
thing, the market is quieter, and a 
marked difference was shown in job- 
bing trade which was seriously inter- 
fered with by inclement weather. A 
fair business was reported in car lots 
for shipment extending over February 
and early March, but beyond this there 
was no disposition to enter upon en- 
gagements. The crushers claim on their 
part that they are not anxious to book 
for any extended time ahead, and that 
the present price of oil, calculating the 
cost of the seed at the time purchased 
does not yield adequate profit. Buyers, 
too, continue to act in a conservative 
way. Naturally they are not so bull- 
ish in their sentiments as the crushers, 
and, not withstanding that the market 
was very steady in tone and consid- 
erable bullish talk, they evidently 
look for lower prices later on. The 
strength of the present market lies 
mainly in the fact that there is very 
little oil in the hands of either crushers 
or consumers, and under normal con- 
ditions when demand sets in the sta- 
tistical position of oil should be espe- 
cially strong. The prevailing price for 
round lots varied between 41 and 42 
cents, as to seller. Some bids for large 
quantities were submitted at 39 cents 
and afterwarsd withdrawn. The card 
price for jobbing quantities is still un- 
changed at 43 cents for State and West- 
ern and 4 cents for city oil in lots of 
5 or more barrels. 

The Liverpool market was cabled on 
Friday at 25s. per 112 Ibs. In London 
Calcutta seed was quoted on the same 
day at 43s. per 416 Ibs. April-June 
delivery. Linseed oil in same market 
was quoted 23s. 4%4d. per 112 Ibs.

linseed Cake and Meal, 


The market for cake during the past 
week has been dull and somewhat 
easier in consequence of lack of de- 
mand, but there has been no quotable 
change in prices. The little business of- 
fering has been for prompt shipment. 
Buyers manifest no interest in futures. 
There is not a great deal of cake in the 
hands of crushers which tends to hold 
the market steady. Cake is now quoted 
at $30.25@30.75 and meal at the usual ad- 
vance over these figures. 


Cottonseed Oil. 


The market has reacted under scat- 
tered selling, partly for short account 
and partly for realization. The stub- 
bornness with which the decline was 
met prevented any serious reaction, 
and operators, as a rule, were content 
to await future developments before 
committing themselves to one side or 
the other. Trading early in the week 
was light and there appeared to be 
no especial interest manifested in any 
position. On Wednesday, however, an 
attempt was made to drive July below 
4ic. Considerable hammering finally 
forced the price to 40%c., where 600 
barrels changed hands. At the close 
of the day 41c. was bid strong, and 
no atteinpt was made to shade this 
price during the remainder of the week. 
Transactions on this day involved 4,300 
July, at prices ranging trom 40%@ 
il44c. From Wednesday until the close 
of the week the buying of July has 
attracted attention, and it was the 
spirited buying of this position on 
Friday that put a damper on the down- 
ward movement, and started values 
on the up tack. The supply of actual 
oil is growing smaller each week under 
heavy deliveries to the compound mak- 
ers, and an active movement on 
foreign contracts. The soap makers 
are not interested very extensively, nor 
are they likely to be, as long as tallow 
and greases are available on such a 
low basis as at present. The large in- 
terests, generally, are bearish, but 
there is probably more method than 
madness in their attitude. Refiners 
have sold goods well up into the sum- 
mer months, and are now anxious to 
force a reaction to get the real stuff 
to deliver. As we previously stated 
about seventy-five per cent. of the 
crop has been crushed, and the largest 
part of it has been disposed of as 
soon as it was produced. The action 
of the crushers in the South show 
that no great quantity of oil is in 
their keeping or they would not be able 
to hold the price of crude where it is. 
Probably at the present time the far- 
mers are the richest class of people in 
the country, and that accounts for 
their independence when it comes to 
selling what is left of the seed crop. 
The crop is known to be short this 
year, and, considering the statistical 
position of the market at present, it 
does not appear that any material de- 
cline is justified. Bearish operators are 
fond of pointing out the falling off of

Freer Use of Alcohol in Canada, 
Toronto, Jan. 31, 1908. 
Mr. Bole, president of the National 
Drug Company, will move in the Ca- 
nadian Parliament for the appointment of 
a commission to inquire into and report 
a method by which alcohol can be 


upon 
used in legitimate, scientific and indus- 
trial operations without increasing the 


danger from its use as a potable spirit. 
Mr. Bole’s resolution declares that the 
regulation requiring two years‘ storage of 
alcohol after distillation tends to create 
a monopoly in the article and increases 
the price without increasing its usefulness 
in the manufacture of medicinal and 
pharmaceutical preparations, perfumes 
chemicals, dyes or scientific research; 
that the potable article costs in the 
Canadian market more than twenty- 
five times the cost of primary pro- 
duction, and this high cost tends to 
restrict development in the lines men- 
tioned and prohibits its use as an eco- 
nomical agent in the wider field of indus- 
trial activity.

Harper Demurrer Overruled. 


PRELIMINARY HEARING IN POLICE 
COURT OF THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 
—SUPERIOR COURTS MUST PASS UPON 
CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE LAW— 
QUESTION RAISED THAT THE ACT 
CAN APPLY TO OTHER THAN 
INTERSTATE COMMERCE CON- 
TENTIONS OF ATTORNEYS 
FOR DEFPRNDANT. 

Washington, Jan. 31, 1908. 

After a preliminary hearing in the police 
court of the District of Columbia, Judge 
Kimball has overruled the demurrer filed 
by the attorneys for Robert N. Harper, 
the defendant in the first test case re- 
cently brought under the pure food and 
drugs law. Further proceedings in this 
court will probably be deferred until after 
the hearing in the District Supreme Court 
upon the civil action begun a fortnight 
ago to forfeit several hundred bottles of a 
certain proprietary medicine made by the 
defendant and sold under the label “‘Cur- 
forhedake Brane Fude.”’ 

The defense of the criminal charge, and 
to a great extent of the allegations in the 
civil procedure, is outlined in a memoran- 
dum elaborating the demurrer, which has 
been prepared by Harper's attorneys. Al- 
though technically the question of the 
constitutionality of the pure food and 
drugs law was before the police court, 
Judge Kimball frankly stated that he 
would not undertake to discuss it as it 
must remain for the superior courts to 
pass upon. The outcome of both civil and 
criminal cases will probably depend upon 
the validity of the law, although in the 
criminal suit the question of wilful intent 
will be an important issue and possibly a 
controlling consideration, 

Counsel for the defendant intend to set 
up the contention that the national pure 
food and drugs law is exclusively designed 
to apply to interstate commerce, and that 
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it cannot be invoked against an individual 
who manufactures and sells in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia any drug or food prod- 
uct. In support of this contention, the 
fact will be cited that at the time the 
federal law was passed there was already 
on the statute books a pure food and 
drugs law covering the District of Co- 
lumbia, which law has not been repealed, 
Sut is in full force and effect. It will fur- 
ther be contended that Section 1 of the 
national law which makes it unlawful for 
any person to “manufacture within any 
Territory or the District of Columbia any 
article of food or drug which is adul- 
terated or misbranded” is void because of 
its ambiguity. The language of the law 
does not prohibit the adulteration or mis- 
branding of a drug, but the manufacture 
of an adulterated or misbranded drug. 
Based on this reasoning, counsel declare 
that the first and third of the four counts 
of the inforn:ation in the criminal pro- 
ceedings are “‘bad in substance’ for the 
following reasons:— 


‘‘1. That the allegation in said courts of said 
information, and each of them, that the de- 
fendant ‘unlawfully did manufacture a certain 
misbranded drug’ is vague, indefinite and 
meaningless, in that it is impossible to deter- 
mine therefrom whether the manufacture or 
the misbranding of said drug is the offense 
intended to be charged. 

“2. That section 1 of the act of Congress of 
June 30, 1906, upon which said counts of said 
information are based, is void and unenforce- 
able, so far as it relates to the manufacture 
and misbranding of drugs, because of its un- 
certainty and ambiguity, and its failure to set 
forth the elements necessary to constitute the 
offense intended to be punished. 

“3. That section 1 of said act of Congress 
upon which said counts of said information 
are based, is unconstitutional and void, inas- 
much as it prohibits, or is intended to prohib- 
it, or its provisions are so sweeping that if 
enforced, it would prohibit the manufacture or 
misbranding of drugs, or the manufacture or 
misbranded drugs, intended for private con- 
sumption in said district, and not offered for 
sale or intended to be sold therein. 

‘4. That the alleged false and misleading 
statements set forth in each of said counts of 
said information (except the alleged false and 
misleading statement that each ounce of said 
drug contained 30 per cent. of alcohol) are 
statements of opinion and not 
fact, and that statements of 
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—— 
branding of drugs are not intended to be pro- 
hibited, nor are they prohibited by the pro- 
visions of said act of Congress of June 30, 


1906. fe 
“5. That if it is intended by the provisions 


of said act of Congress of June 30, 1906, to 
prohibit statements of opinion on labels or 


packages of drugs, as distinct from statements 
far as it 


of fact, said act of Congress in so 
makes such prohibition, is unconstitutional and 
void, as violative of the property rights of the 
defendant. 

“6. That the allegation in the said counts 
of said information that the statement con- 
tained on the package or label of said drug, 


that each ounce of said drug contained 30 per 
cent of alcohol was false and misleading, for 
the reason that each ounce of said drug con- 
tained only 24 per cent. of alcohol, does not 
show a violation of said act of Congress of 
June 30, 1906, because said act is intended 
to prohibit, and does prohibit, only a statement 
on any drug package or label, of a quantity 
or proportion of alcohol, or other drugs men- 
tioned in section 8 of said act, less than the 
quantity or proportion actually contained in 
the drug so labeled, and does not prohibit, 
nor is it intended to prohibit, a statement of 
a quantity or proportion of alcohol, or such 
other drug, greater than the proportion of al- 
cohol actually contained in the drug in ques- 
tion. 

“7. That the provision of the said act of 
June 30, 1906, upon which said counts of 
said information are based, namely, that the 
term ‘misbranded’ as used in said act ‘shall 
apply to all drugs * * * the package or label 
of which shall bear any statement, design or 
device regarding such article, or the ingre 
dients or substances contained therein, which 
shall be false or misleading in any particu- 
lar’ is so sweeping and general in its char- 
acter, as to be unenforceable; or, if enforce- 
able, said provision applies only to statemé nts, 
designs or devices which relate to the quantity, 
of the ingredients or 


quality or proportions 
substances contained in any such drug, and 
not to statements as to the therapeutic or other 


effect of said drug, or the ingredients or sub 
stances contained therein, when taken inter- 
nally or applied externally.’’ 

Referring to the second count in the 
information, it is contended by _ counsel 
that the provisions of the pure food and 
drugs law relating to misbranding can 
apply only to questions of fact and not 
to matters of opinion; in other words, 
that the prohibitions regarding misbrand- 
ing are limited to the kind, quantity and 
quality of ingredients and not to their 
therapeutic effect. In this 
counsel say:— 


‘1, That the said count in alleging that the 
misbrand’ the drug

“8. That section 1 of said act of Congress, 
upon which said count of said information is 
based, is unconstitutional and void, inasmuch 
as it prohibits, or is intended to prohibit, or 
its provisions are so sweeping that if enforced 
it would prohibit, the manufacture or mis- 
branding of drugs, or the manufacture of mis- 
branded drugs, intended for private consump- 
tion in said district, and not offered for sale or 


intended to be sold therein. 

“4. That the alleged false and misleading 
statements set forth in said count of said in- 
formation (except the alleged false and mis- 


leading statement that each ounce of sald drug 
contained 30 per cent. of alcohol) are state- 
ments of opinion and not statements of fact, 
and that statements of opinion in the brand- 
ing of drugs are not intended to be prohibited, 
nor are they prohibited, by the provisions of 
said act of Congress of June 30, 1906. 

‘®% That if it is intended by the provisions of 
said act of Congress of June 30, 1906, to pro- 
hibit statements of opinion on labels or pack- 
ages of drugs, as distinct from statements of 
fact, said act of Congress, in so far as it makes 
such prohibition, is unconstitutional and void, 
as violative of the property rights of the de- 
fendant. 

“6. That the allegation in the said count of 
said information, that the statement contained 
on the package or label of said drug, that 
each ounce of said drug contained 30 per cent. 
of alcohol was false and misleading, for the 
reason that each ounce of said drug contained 
only 24 per cent. of alcohol, does not show a 
violation of said act of Congress of June 30, 
1906, because said act, is intended to prohibit, 
and does prohibit, only a statement on any 
drug package or label, of a quantity or pro- 
portion of alcohol, or other drugs mentioned in 
section 8 of said act, less than the quantity 
or proportion actually contained in the drug so 
labeled, and does not prohibit, nor is it intend- 
ed to prohibit, a statement of a quantity or 
proportion of alcohol, or such other drug, 
greater than the proportion of alcohol actually 
contained in the drug in question 

“7. That the provision of the said act of June 
30, 1906, upon which said counts of said in- 
formation are based, namely, thdt the term 
‘misbranded’ as used in said act ‘shall apply 
to all drugs * * * the package or label of 
which shall bear any statement, design or de- 
vice regarding such article, or the ingredients 
or substances contained therein, which shall 
be false or misleading in any particular’ is so 
sweeping and general in its character as to 
be enforceable; or, if enforceable, said pro- 
vision applies only to statements, designs or 
device which relates to the quantity, quality 
or proportion of the ingredients or substances 
contained in any such drug, and not to state- 
ments as to the therapeutic or other effect of 
said drug, or the ingredients or substances 
contained therein, when taken internally or 
applied externally.’’ 

An interesting and ingenious contention 
is set up by counsel regarding the fourth 
count of the information which is based 
upon Section 2 of the federal law. This 
section relates exclusively to interstate 
traffic in misbranded or adulterated goods 
and inasmuch as the case against Harper 
is based solely upon manufacture and sale 
in the District of Columbia and not upon 
a shipment from the District into a State 
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or Territory, it is claimed that this section 
affords no basis for the government’s alle- 
gations. Referring to the fourth count of 
the information, counsel say:— 


“1. That said count does not state an offense 
within the meaning of section 2 of the act of 
Congress of June 30, 1906, upon which it is 
based, in that said section 2 prohibits, or Its 
intended to prohibit, the selling or offering for 
sale of such misbranded drugs as have been 
introduced into, or shipped into the District 


of Columbia from a State or Territory, or for- 
eign country, and does not prohibit, or intend 
to prohibit, the selling or offering for sale of 
drugs, misbranded or otherwise, manufactured 
in the District of Columbia and said count fails 
to allege that the drug therein mentioned was 
introduced into or shipped into the District of 
Columbia from a State or Territory or foreign 
country. 


“2. That the alleged false and misleading 
stetements set forth in said count of said in- 
formation (except the alleged false and mis- 


leading statement that each ounce of said drug 
contained 30 per cent. of alcohol) are state- 
ments of opinion and not statements of fact, 
and that statements of opinion in the branding 
of drugs are not intended to be prohibited, nor 


are they prohibited by the provisions of said 
act of Congress of June 30, 1906. 
“3. That if it is intended by the provisions of 


said act of Congress of June 30, 1906, to pro- 
hibit statements of opinion on labels or pack- 
ages of drugs, as distinct from statements of 
fact, said act of Congress in so far as it makes 
such prohibition, is unconstitutional and vold, 
as violative of the property rights of the de- 


fendant. 
“4. That the allegation in the said count of 
said information that the statement “tontained 


on the package or label of said drug, that each 
ounce of said drug contained 30 per cent. of al- 
cohol was false and misleading, for the reason 
that each ounce of said drug contained only 24 
per cent. of alcohol, does not show a viola- 
tion of said act of Congress of June 30, 1906, 
because said act is intended to prohibit, and 
does prohibit, only a statement on any drug 
package or label, of a quantity or proportion 
of alcohol, or other drugs mentioned in section 
8 of said act, less than the quantity or propor- 
tion actually contained in the drug so labeled, 
and does not prohibit, nor is it intended to pro- 
hibit, a statement of a quantity or proportion 
of alcohol, or such other drug, greater than the 
proportion of alcohol actually contained in the 
drug in question. 

‘S. That the provision of the said act of June 
30, 1996. upon which said count of said infor- 
mation is based, namely, that the term ‘mis- 
branded’ as used in sald act ‘shall apply to all 
drugs * * * the package or label of which 
shall bear any statement, design or device 
regarding such article, or the ingredients or 
substances contained therein, which shall be 
false or misleading in any particular’ is so 
sweeping and general in its character as to be 
unenforceable; or, if enforceable, said pro- 
applies only to \statements, designs 


or proportion of the ingredients or substances 
contained in any. such drug, and not to state- 
ments as to the therapeutic or other effect of 
said drug, or the ingredients or substances con- 
tained therein, when taken internally or applied 
¢ xternally.’* 

Stripped of all technicalities, the issue in 
this case and in all similar cases must 
rest upon the detcrmination by the courts 
of the validity of the government’s con- 
tention that the question of the curative 
or beneficial effect of a medicinal prepara- 
tion can be inquired into. While in the 
interest of sound commercial ethics it may 
be highly desirable that the government’s 
view should be sustained, it is unwise to 
overlook certain decisions of the higher 
courts which have a bearing on this point 
and notably the opinion of the United 
States Supreme Court in a case decided 
within five years. In this case, entitled 
The American School of Magnetic Healing 
vs. McAnnulty (187 U. S., 94), the court 
held in effect that claims made with re- 
gard to the efficienecy of curative agents 
must be regarded as mere expressions of 
opinion and that the failure of any special 
form of treatment to do what might be 
claimed for it, could not be made the basis 
of a charge ef fraud. This opinion of the 
court will be cited in the Harper case as 
conclusively against the government's 
contention regarding the alleged fraudu- 
lent character of the claims made regard- 
ing the therapeutic value of the remedy in 
question. 
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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Feb. 1, 1908. 

The severity of the weather has oc- 
casioned a check on operations in the 
lower southwest fields, and reports 
have been rather meager during the 
week. Probably the most interesting 
development has been the bringing in 
of a well of a gusher type in Bonds 
Creek district, of Ritchie county, West 
Virginia, which started at the rate of 
twenty barrels an hour, but later de- 
clined to 200 barrels a day. This location 
shows an extension of the producing 
formation toward the southwest. This 
completion contributes materially to 
the gratifying results that have been 
accomplished of late in this district. 
The two leading producers were credit- 
ed by a recent report with maintain- 
ing 400 and 500 barrels, respectively, 
and another is sustaining a steady out- 
put of 100 barrels a day. Brook coun- 
ty in the same State is also holding 
up an encouraging record as to new 
producers. One of the best of late 
completions was reported promising 
for 75 barrels, and other strikes in the 
district. indicated the presence of oil 
to an extent as to stimulate further 
drilling. Deep sand operations in Mon- 
Oongalia and Wetzel counties, West 
Virginia, have been, on the whole, dis- 
appointing, a number of the results 
falling in the duster class. More than 
the usual number of dusters have been 
encountered in the southeastern Ohio 
field, and while the completions yield- 
ing oil were larger than those of the 
preceeding week, the production was 
insignificant. The total number of com- 
pletions in the high grade fields of 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and 
southeastern Ohio for the current week 
was 79, with a new production of 1,167 
barrels from 51 oil wells. For the 
previous week we recorded 64 comple- 
tions, 17 dry holes and a new produc- 
tion of 1,137 barrels. A general lull 
has been experienced in the Lima field 
of northwestern Ohio and Indiana, and 
the few completions have failed to 
attract any particular interest. With 
the resumption of the usual activity 
in the spring, the stretch of territory 
from southwestern Indiana toward the 
southeastern section of [Illinois will 
probably be the scene of a large 
amount of test work. There has been 
a marked slump in Illinois operations 
during the week, completions number- 
ing 59, of which 53 were oil wells, yield- 
ing a new production of 4,962 barrels, 
For the previous week there were re- 
corded 91 completions, with a new pro- 
duction of 5,108 barrelsfrom71wells. The 
runs from the wells for the first twen- 
ty-five days of the month reached an 
aggregate of 1,900,657 barrels, while the 
total deliveries for twenty-six days 
were but 3,944 barrels. A fea- 
ture of new work lately in- 
augurated in Kentucky is the deep drill- 
ing in undeveloped districts, but no 
indications of oil in paying quantities 
have as yet been disclosed. In the 
producing fields operations have been 
pushed with a fair degree of activity, 
the best result being encountered in 








lower Wayne county, in a show for a 
40-barrel producer. The strike  in- 
dicates an extension of some import- 
ance. Our correspondent in the mid- 
continent field writes that January sta- 
tistics will probably record a material 
decrease in operations, especially in the 
Glenn and shallow sand districts. In 
the Gulf coast region the most note- 
worthy result was the completion of 
a well at Spindletop, the producing 
capacity of which was estimated at 
300 to 350 barrels a day. Advices from 
California note several recent comple- 
tions of the gusher type, the most re- 
markable being one in the western 
extension of the Salt Lake field, re- 
ported good for 1,600 barrels a day. 
The same operating company brought 
in a well a few days previously that 
is sustaining a fiow of 1,000 barrels, 





Refined and Products. 


The local market for refined presents 
a fairly active appearance for domes- 
tic requirements, but the export move- 
ment has moderated, clearances for the 
week aggregating 10,227,740 gallons, of 
Which 7,740,000 gallons were shipped in 
bulk, against 11,202,610 gallons (7,125,000 
in bulk) during the previous week. 
There has, however, been more occa- 
sion for the chartering of additional 
Steamers, engagements during the week 
being reported as follows:—130,000 cases 
for February shipment to Shanghai, 
option Whampoa; 250,000 cases for Feb- 
ruary shipment to Shanghai and Chin- 
kiang; 150,000 cases for March ship- 
ment to Chefoo, option Chefoo and 
Newchwang, and _ 180,000 cases for 
February shipment to Hong Kong. 
Nothing of new interest has developed 
with regard to values, the market 
ruling firm at lately prevailing quota- 
tions. Mail advices indicate a substan- 
tial increase in the production of the 
Baku fields during 1907 over the pre- 
vious year, but definite information is 
not yet available. Crude for prompt 
delivery is reported slightly weaker, 
the forward position remaining un- 
changed. Residuals and _ kerosene 
quotations show no variation. Con- 
tinued firm markets are noted for 
American and Russian lamp oils in 
London and Liverpool, according to 
mail advices, but a cable dispatch re- 
ceived on Thursday noted a decline in 
the American product in London from 
71-16 to 615-16d. The only change re- 
corded on the Indian markets is an ad- 
vance in American case oil at Karachi. 
Eastern bulk oil has yielded slightly 
in Shanghai. 
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in auto naphtha and stove gasoline, 
bringing them to the basis of 1l4c. The 
move is believed to have been prompted 
by the lightness of the recent demand. 
The export movement in naphtha has 
continued within narrow limits during 
the week, clearances aggregating but 
29,350 gallons, against 257,500 gallons, 
reported previously. 

Residuals have been in better request, 
particularly for export, our record of 
clearances for the week showing a total 
of 427,700 gallons, the heaviest volume 
we have had occasion to report for a 
considerable time.

Inquiries in the local trade as to gen- 
eral conditions have not elicited the 


same degree of favorable reports as 
were indicated during the previous 
week. The prevailing sentiment, how- 


ever, is one of undiminished confidence 
in the early future. In occasional quar- 
ters it was stated that the aggregate 
for January compared well with that 
for the same period last year, but it 
must be admitted that most dealers 
have not experienced such satisfactory 
results. Many of the houses find the 
lately prevailing tightness of collec- 
tions relieved to a very slight extent, 
and the lack of available currency is 
believed to have stimulated a realiza- 
tion selling policy which is closely asso- 
ciated with many of the declines.

BORAX.—The keen price war that 
has manifested its force in a series of 
declines since last September has to its 
credit a further yielding of %c., oc- 
casioned during the current week, es- 
tablishing the basis of crystals or pow- 
red in barrels, car lots, at 4%c., with 
bags available at 4%4c. The initiative 
for this, as well as for the previous de- 
cline, was taken by an out-of-town 
house, but the prices are available on 
spot. A leading factor in this market 
had not met the latest cut at this writ- 
ing, so far as open quotations were 
concerned, but the intensity of competi- 
tion suggests that the prospects are fa- 
vorable for a further abatement of 
values. We are advised that new mines

Essential Oils. 


The devolepments in the Messina es- 
sences, particularly lemon and berga- 
mot, have been of more commanding 
interest during the week, the expecta- 
tions lately centered in a lower range 
of values having been realized. The 
tendency is still believed to favor buy- 
ers, especially on lemon, the large hold- 
over supplies rendering dealers indif- 
ferent to offers of the new crop, a con- 
dition which has already manifested 
its influence on the primary market. 
The spot range now extends down to 
$1.25. Cheaper arrivals of bergajgnot 
have eased the market to $3.30@3.80, as 
to brand. Sweet orange, which has 
been regarded as the best maintained 
of the Messina oils, now reflects the 
easier tone in sympathy with lemon and 
bergamot, and a revision of spot fig- 
ures establishes the market at $2.35@ 
2.50. Members of the local trade who 
have taken the stand against entering 
contracts with the protection of decline 
elause have reason to congratulate 
themselves on their position, ag ma- 
terial losses would probably have been 
involved in meeting current prices. 

There has not been the same degree 
of interest in spearmint as was noted 
previously, but the market has scored 
an advance to $4. This quotation, 
however, is more or less nominal, as 
available supplies have been largely 
contracted for, and it is believed that 
the market is oversold. For the usual 
small requirements the current level 
is regarded as almost prohibitive. In- 
quiries in the producing districts has 
disclosed little obtainable, for which 
$4.25 was asked. 

Peppermint remains backward, ex- 
cept for an occasional call for the bot- 
tled product for export. Prices show 
no variation, and they owe their ap- 
parent stability to conditions in the 
West, where holders maintain generally 
firm views. One local dealer reported 
that he had received no replies to 
telegraphic inquiries. 

There have been no new developments 
affecting values for cassia, $1.30@1.35 
remaining current for 75@80 per cent. 
Anise is still irregular at $1.10@1.15, as 
to test and seller. 

Clove oil is again easier, the revised 
basis being 72%@7ic. for cans and 75@ 
77%c. for bottles. Some dealers have 
been reluctant to meet the lower fig- 
ures, regarding the better tone of the 
spice market as warranting at least a 
stay in the downwari! trend of oil, 

The easier tendency of citronella is 
unchecked, 25c. now being acceptable 
for drums. 

Flowers. 

No features or developments of un- 
usual interest are to be noted under 
this heading. Calendula flowers are 
well maintained, 55c. having been real- 
ized on late sales. For Roman cham- 
omiles we are advised that 20c. has 
been paid, but the Hungarian flowers 
have found a readier outlet within the 
range of 16@18c., as to quality, quan- 
tity and _ seller.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Advices received from some of the 
leading industrial centers are not al- 
together encouraging. Accumulations 
are not burdening market values, but it 
is only through restricted production 
that such is not the case. The con- 
suming demand in all branches has 
shown an appreciable reduction when 
compared with the last two years and 
consequently values are readjusting 
themselves accordingly. One of the best 
illustrations of industrial inactivity is 
the fact that thousands of freight cars 
are idle all over the country. Fnancial 
conditions have finally become normal 
and the business situation finds itself 
between a marvelous accumulation of 
reserve money in the _ international 
financial centers on the one side and 
evidences of industrial depression and 
and declining railroad earnings on the 
other. The accumulation of money has 
been influenced almost directly by in- 
dustrial depression, but this at least 
should eventually lead to the ultimate 
revival of trade and_ enterprise. 
Whether this revival will be early or 
late will depend on events which will 
materialize later in the year. The Pres- 
idential campaign will have to be con- 
sidered. The condition and develop- 
ment of the crops will also play an 
important part. The open winter has 
not been favorable, so that the recent 
snow storm with all of its interruptions 
— has been a good thing for the 
soil, 

The market for time money has ruled 
easier. Rates at the close of the week 
were 3%@4 per cent. for 90 days and 
44@4% per cent. for six months. Money 
on call at the Stock Exchange ranged 
from 1%,@2 per cent., the closing rate 
on Friday was 2 per cent. Mercantile 
paper has been offered more freely. 
Rates at the close were 54%4.@6 per cent. 
for four to six months’ bills receivable; 
6@6% per cent. for choice’ single 
names and 6@6% per cent. for other 
grades. Bar silver closed’ Friday at 
55%c. Mexican dollars closed at 44c. 
bid, and 52c. asked. The market for 
sterling exchange has ruled easier, 
closing off on Friday. Rates for actual 
business at the close were 4.87@4.8705 
for demand. Cables 4.8740@4.8745. Com- 
mercial bills were 4.82%@4.83%. 

Although the course of the securities 
market has been toward a lower level, 
the Industrials have ruled comparative- 
ly steady. Trading has been moderate- 
ly active all week and many stocks that 
have been neglected for weeks have 
shown signs of animation. 

The directors of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany are scheduled to meet about the 
middle of the month to take action 
upon the dividend. It is expected that 
a dividend of $15 for the quarter will 
be declared, which is the same as in 
the corresponding quarter of last year, 
The Standard Oil Company has not felt, 
the effects of the business depression 
to any extent. 

American Cotton Oil stock has been 
in fair demand at prices ranging from 
324%2@33%4. 

The American Agricultural Chemical 
Company has arranged to take care of 
the $2,500,000 4% per cent. notes which 
mature the first of March. The notes 
will not be immediately funded in long, 
time securities. The directors feel that 
it will be wiser to horrow funds tem- 
porarily and then within another six 
months sell long-time securities, which 
should command a much better price 
at that time. Gross sales of American 
Agricultural Chemical for the first half 
of the current fiscal year which ended 
December 31, showed a normal increase 
over the previous year. Officials of the 
company state that the financial 
troubles are not having the slightest 
apparent effect upon the American Ag- 
ricultural Chemical Company. Not 
only this, but collections all through 
the panic days of October, November 
and December were actually greater 
than the estimated collections of those 
ame made in normal times early in 
1907. 

Sales in American Agricultural Chem- 
ical securities during the week amount- 
ed to 3,700 shares at prices ranging 
from 15%@18. 

Directors of the Casein Company of 
America have declared the regular 
quarterly dividend of 2 per cent. on the 
preferred stock, payable February 10 
to stockholders of record January 31. 
Books close January 31 and reopen Feb- 
ruary 10. 

The closing of the Utah copper 
smelter of the United States Smelting, 
Refining and Mining Company will not 
have a serious effect upon its earnings. 
Its principal earnings from Utah come 
from the rich Centennial-Eureka ores, 
which will hereafter be treated prin- 
cipally at the Mammoth smelter in 
California, which has been doubled in 
capacity. 

National Lead securities have been 
moderately active at fractionally high- 
er prices. On Monday 1,700 shares 
changed hands between 3854@40%. 
This was the most active day, and 
values on this day also established the 
high and low mark for the week. 

Daniel Guggenheim, president of the 
American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany, denies the report that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company has secured control 
of his company, asserting that though 
the stock is pretty widely held, the Gug- 
genheim family has control. Mr. Gug- 


genheim’s term as president ends next 
September, but he says that he expects 
to continue in office after that.

Embarrassed, 

MEETING OF CREDITORS HELD—A COM- 
MITTEE OF FIVE APPOINTED TO IN- 
VESTIGATE COMPANY'S AFFAIRS. 

Chicago, Jan. 30, 1908. 

Reports. circulated in the trade last 
week to the effect that Heath & Milligan 
Manufacturing Company, one of the old- 
est paint houses in the country and the 
most prominent mixed paint house in 
Chicago, was financially embarrassed 
were scarcely given credit by the trade in 
general, but later it developed that the 
rumors were true. The first steps of 
the creditors to conserve their inter- 
ests in the assets of the company, were 
taken early this week, when a call was 
issued for a meeting of those to ‘whom 
the company was indebted, to be held at 
the First National Bank to-day. 

At this meeting there was present about

7> per cent. of the creditors. 
of the company, with the exception of 
Ernest Heath, the president, who was 
confined to his home through illness, wer2 
also present, and they were represented 
by the company’s attorneys, Rhoderick 
P. Hollett. Mr. Hollett made the an- 
nouncement that in his judgment the 
company was perfectly solvent, but that 
conditions had so shaped themselves that 
it was impossible for the company to real- 
ize immediately on all their outstanding 


assets. Wilkinson, Rickett, Williamson 
& Co., public accountants, had been 
called in to audit the books of the com- 


pany, and they showed that the outstand- 
ing accounts, bills receivable, the real 
estate held under leasehold or owned 
outright, and the stock of paints and ma- 
terials on hand were, in the aggregate, 
in excess of the demands of the creditors, 

Attorney Hollett made the statement 
for the company that the capital of the 
company was not impaired, and that the 
value of the new plant just nearing 
completion, which had been under course 
of construction for the past year, re- 
placing the one that had been destroyed 
by fire, was almost equal to the entire 
outstanding debt, not taking into account 
the leasehold of the Randolph street store 
building, which has about eighty years 
yet to run, and the stock on hand. 

Of the seventy odd creditors who were 


present at the meeting there were some 
who were not favorably disposed toward 
the debtor concern. It was a ques- 


tion, of either having a receiver appoint- 


ed, or of permitting the present officers 
of the company to continue in full con- 
trol, and liquidate its indebtedness as 


soon as possible. No definite proposition 
was made by the company. A commit- 
tee of the creditors was appointed to look 
into the affairs of the business thorough- 
ly, and report back to the body of the 
creditors at some future time. Frank 
O. Wetmore, vice-president of the First 
National Bank, of Chicago, who presided 


at the meeting, appointed a committee 
of five, with himself as_ chairman. 
The other four members of the com- 
mittee appointed were Don A. Moul- 
ton, vice-president of the Corn Ex- 
change National Bank, of Chicago; Mr. 
McCarthy, of Charles Hathaway & Co., 


brokers; Oscar Rosenberg, of the Stand- 
ard Varnish Company: F. W. Rockwell 
of the National Lead Company. The first 
two, together with Mr. Wetmore, were 
appointed to represent the banks, who are 
creditors of Heath & Milligan, and the 
last two to represent the creditors in the 
trade. No definite time was set for the 
committee to report, but it was to be as 
soon as practicable. 

According to the statement of Mr. Wet. 
oO 


more, the outstanding indebtedness 
Heath & Milligan approximates $1,000,000, 
of which about seventy-five per cent, is 


in notes and loans due the banks, and 
the remaining twenty-five per cent. is 
distributed among the members of _ the 
paint, lead and linseed oil trade. It is 
understood that the largest trade credit- 
ors are the National Lead Company, the 
Standard Varnish Company and_ the 
Standard Oil Company. The American 
Linseed Company also has a claim, and 
various smaller linseed oil companies in 
the West are creditors. So far as could 


be ascertained, only one of the Minne- 
apolis crushers. is carrying an account 
with Heath & Milligan at this time, 


though several of the Chicago crushers 
are creditors for small amounts. 
Attorney Hollett, speaking for the com- 
pany to a representative of the Reporter, 
declared that it had been an agreeable 
surprise to him to learn that the trade 
was generally so well disposed toward 
the embarrassed concern. “If they will 
only give us the time, and TI do not now 
think there is any question that they 
will,” said Mr. Hollett, ‘tthe assets of 
Heath & Milligan will be sufficient to pay 
every debt, without impairing the cap- 
ital of the company in the least. The 
troubles of the company grew out of two 
things. The first was the tremendous ex- 
pense under which it worked in the con- 
struction of the big paint factory out on 
the west side. This is one of the largest 
plants of its kind in the world, and is 
modern in every respect, its construction 
having been rendered necessary by the 
fire about a year ago, which destroyed 
the old factory. Fully $800.00 was put 
into this plant and ground, and it must 
be remembered that the land itself was 
bought when it did not have the value 
that it now has. It took the working 
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capital and a large percentage of the 
profits of the company to construct this 
factory. But with all this things would 
have been all right had it not been for 
the financial stringency which first made 
its appearance in October last and de- 
moralized all lines of trade. The debtors 
of the company were not able to meet 
their obligations, and the company was 
forced to extend time to .them for the 
payment of their accounts. The result 
was that it was not able to meet its own 
accounts, and its maturing loans, on 
time. There is absolutely no question of 
the solvency of the company. So far as 
the trade was concerned I did not have 
the slightest fear but that it would grant 
the extensions of time asked, but I con- 
fess that I was fearful that the banks 
would not be so lenient. But now that 
the company has shown how it stands, 1 
believe it will be a question of time only 
when things will right themselves and 
every debt of the company be paid.”’ 
The firm of Heath & Milligan Manu- 
facturing Company was originally organ- 
ized in 1851 by Monroe Heath, who was 
afterwards mayor of Chicago. Associated 
with him was William Milligan, who 
later withdrew, and the concern was in- 
corporated, under the old name. It is 
capitalized for $500,000, all of which has 
been paid in and the stock is very closely 
held by the Heath family. Ernest Heath, 
a son of the founder of the concern, is 
president. Another son, Arthur Heath, is 
secretary and treasurer, and Elliott Du- 
rand, a brother-in-law of the Heaths, is 
vice-president. The company does a gen- 
eral mixed paint business and was known 
as one of the strongest houses of its kind 


in the country. 

Ernest Heath, the president, is ill at 
his home with grip, and reports to-day 
said that he was threatened with pneu- 
monia. Since the trouble first began he 
has been working beyond the resisting 
power of his physical capacity, and 
though urged to quit, he felt that con- 
ditions were such that he was needed at 
the khef™m. About two weeks ago he was 
compelled to relinquish his hold on busi- 
ness, and was forced to take to his bed. 
because of severe cold. Since that time 
his condition has not been improved by 
the accumulation of worries, and his con- 
dition now is considered serious, and is 
causing some concern among his friends. 
Mr. Heath is prominent in the affairs 
of the Paint Manufacturers’ Association 
and he as well as Mr. Ernest Trigg, who 
occupies an important position in the 
house, are chairmen of prominent com- 
mittees of the association, 
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The Penn Refining Co. vs. Western 
N. Y. and P. R. Co. 


SUPREME COURT ENDS CONTROVERSY 
OF NEARLY FOURTEEN YEARS 
STANDING IN FAVOR OF 
THE DEFENDANTS. 


Washington, Jan. 31, 1908. 


The Supreme Court on the 27th instant 
handed down a decision in the case of the 
Penn Refining Company vs. Western New 
York & Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
et al., adverse to the plaintiff, thus end- 
ing a controversy that has been pending 
for nearly fourteen years. The case 
originally arose upon a series of com- 
plaints filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission alleging illegal prac- 
tices of the railroad companies in the 
way of overcharges for the transporta- 
tion of oil, the complainants including 
some sixteen separate refining companies. 
The specific charge was that the rate of 
66 cents per barrel of oil shipped from 
Titusville to Perth Amboy was ‘“exces- 
sive, unjust and unreasonably high,.’’ The 
averments in the petition, that plaintiffs 
were subjected to undue prejudice and 
that an undue advantage was given their 
competitors in business, among others the 
Standard Oil Trust, had no relation to 
discrimination arising from a charge for 
the weight of the barrel, but was con- 
nected with the averment that the charge 
of 66 cents for the carriage of the oil was 
excessive. and hence worked a disadvan- 
tage to the plaintiffs and gave an unrea- 
sonable preference to the competitors in 
plaintiffs’ business. 

Evidence was taken before the commis- 
sicn in three cases, which it was under- 
stood should be treated as test cases. 
After full hearing an order of reparation 
in favor of the shippers was made, which 
was affirmed upon appeal to the United 
States Circuit Court. Subsequently, how- 
ever, the Cireuit Court of Appeals re- 
versed the court below, whereupon the 
plaintiffs applied for a writ of certiorari 
to the United States Supreme Court.

Record Stocks of Crude Petroleum in 
This Country. 





Montpelier, Ind., Jan. 29, 1908. 
Another inactive week has passed in the 


Eastern oil fields, comprising Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and Southern New York, as well as South- 
eastern Ohio. Bad weather conditions are one 
drawback, and the want of ready cash to keep 
the work going. The total runs by the pipe 
lines from the wells in the entire Eastern field 
for the first twenty-six days of January 
amounted to 3,847,212 barrels, a daily average 
of 147,970 barrels, and the deliveries for twen- 
ty-seven days were 4,462,516 barrels, a daily 
average of 165,280 barrels. This shows that 
the stocks were drawn upor. for 615,304 barrels 
to meet the demand. It is estimated on good 
authority that there are now in stocks of oil 
in the Eastern, mid-continent, Texas and Louis- 
jana fields the enormous amount of 77,996,882 
barrels, and the largest accumulated stocks of 
crude petroleum in the history of oil in the 
Tinited States. The fields east of the Mississippi 
River have in stocks, 25,082,882 barrels, half 
being in Tllinois, and the balance in all other 
Eastern fields. In the mid-continent flelds of 
Kansas and Oklahoma there are 45,000,000 bar- 
rels in storage, and in Texas and Louisiana 
there are 7.824.000 barrels. making a grand to- 
tal in all fields of 77,906,882 barrels. Tn the 
Fastern flelds for the last week the following

The features 
were the reading of the annual report 
of the directors which had been prepared 
by Clayton F, Shoemaker, and the an- 
nual election. The report was a most 
able one, and as the directors at a pre- 
vious meeting were unanimous in ex- 
pressing a desire te preserve it perma- 
nently, for the first time in the history 
of the exchange, it was printed in pam- 
phlet form and each was supplied with a 
copy. Mr. Shoemaker has prepared this 
annual report for years, but this one was 
declared to eclipse all previous efforts in 
its important and interesting features. 

Organized in 1861, the exchange was re- 
ported to have seventy-one members, all 
of whom are prominently connected with 
the manufacturing and wholesale drug 
trade in that city, The election of officers 
resulted as follows:—President, Dr. 
Adolph W. Miller; vice-president, Daniel 
S. Steelman; secretary, William Gulager;

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Henry Sethness, of the Sethness 
Company, of Chicago, was a _ recent 
visitor in the local essential oil trade, 

Alexander McDonald, vice-president 
of the Standard Oil Company, sub- 
mitted to an operation last Monday 
for a dropsical affection. He rallied 
from the operation and left for Florida. 

Mrs. A. R. L. Dohme, wife of Dr. 
Dohme, vice-president of Sharp & 
Dohme, died at her home, Chestnut 
Wood, Roland Park, Baltimore, Jan- 
uary 25. Mrs. Dohme had been ill since 
Christmas and her condition was not 
considered serious until near the end. 

It was recently proposed by a mem- 
ber of Baltimore retail druggists to 
take the limit of some 25 proprietary 
articles, which were to be used as spe- 


cial attractions regardless of cost. At 
the last moment, however, one of the 
number declined to enter upon the 


agreement and the plan failed. 

The Pensacola Tar and Turpentine 
Company, of Bohemia, Fla., are manu- 
facturers of wood turpentine. They call 
special attention to the fact that wood 
turpentine is not a substitute for gum 
spirits, but is genuine turpentine made 
by distilling pine wood. They claim it 
is in every way equal to gum turpentine 
and is less expensive. The advertise- 
ment of the Pensacola Tar and Turpen- 
tine Company appears elsewhere in the 
Reporter. 

The plant of the Houston Cotton Oil 
Company, of Houston, Miss., which was 
removed from Indianola, Miss., has been 
improved at a cost of over $32,000, and 
is now rated as representing an in- 
vestment of about $100,000. Its crushing 
capacity is said to be 60 tons per day. 
Officers of the company are D. D. Tabb, 
president and general manager; A. J. 
Paxton, Jr., secretary and treasurer, 
and C, H, Casebolt, manager and super- 
intendent. 

Robert West, alias J. R. Howard, who 
did business in drugs at 135 West Broad- 
way under the name of J. R. Howard 
& Co., is wanted by the police and, 
incidentally, by a number of creditors. 
According to the police West has man- 
ipulated a clever swindling business 
on Western firms through the mails 
and made a handsome haul before he 
left for parts unknown, It was the 
old dodge of first a request for samples 
and then an order against a sight 
draft.

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Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, Jan, 29, 1908. 

Demand for seed has not been as active 
the past week, and the result has quickly 
shown in the course of prices, values 
having declined rather steadily on every 
day since the opening of the period in 
question. Specuiation is almost entirely 
eliminated now, and the only active buy- 
ers are the Minneapolis crushers who 
want seed for the continued operation of 
their mills. Receipts are maintaining a 
liberal volume, as compared with the ar- 
rivals at the primary markets during the 
Same period a year ago. Minneapolis re- 
ceived 310 cars this week, against 96 for 
the same week last year, while Duluth 
had 72 cars, which compares with only 29 
cars for the corresponding week in 1907. 
Chicago received a few more cars, but 
the entire receipts for the week were only 
9, so that the matter of receipts here does 
not make much difference. It is signifi- 
cant, however, that the arrivals in the 
Northwest have been larger than they 
were for the same time last year. It may 
be taken to indicate that the farmers 
had not marketed their stuff as closely 
before the end of navigation as they had 
done last year, or that the ceuntry eleva- 
tors had not so nearly emptied their bins 
ot the seed as they had a year ago, 
Whether or not this is actually the case 
remains to be seen, but there are some 
ot the experts who place this interpreta- 
tion on the more liberal supplies of the 
present period. Stocks of seed at both 
Minneapolis and Duluth are a little heavi- 
er than they were a week ago. Statisti- 
cally, therefore, it is not to be wondered 
at that prices for seed are slightly lower 
than they were last week. The bear 
movement has gained some strength from 
these facts, and there are not a great 
many in the trade who/are now predicting 
much if any higher ices for seed than 
those which are now being quoted. But 
much can happen before spring and the 
opening of navigation. If there is a buy- 
ing movement by one of the big seed con- 
cerns, outside of the regular channels of 
the Board of Trade of Duluth, or the 
Chamber of Commerce of Minneapolis, 
and if this seed remains in strong hands, 
there may possibly be a turn for stronger 
values later on. And, to use another 
subjunctive, if the demand for oil picks 
up, it is not at all out of the line of the 
possible that seed will seek higher levels, 
At the present time, the future course of 
the market is largely conjectural, so far 
as the general public is concerned. If 
there is an ‘‘inside’’ to the market it has 
not, as yet, been revealed. Looking over 
the situation throughout the entire world, 
it might be said that so far as anything 
is presented to the view at this time, 
there will be no demand from the for- 
eign buyer for American seed for the bal- 
ance of the present crop season. And yet 
the markets on the other side of the 
water have been rather strong within the 
past few weeks. Especially has this been 
true with reference to seed in nearby po- 
sitions. Experts diagnose the case as one 
of retarded movement of Argentine seed 
to Europe. Demand for wheat is active, 
and it seems that the movement of that 
commodity has the preference over the 
movement of flaxseed. As Argentine oc- 
cupies the same relative position in the 
wheat situation to the entire world that it 
does in the seed market, and as that 
country was bountifully provided by Na- 
ture with a heavy crop of wheat last 
year, it follows that every effort will be 
used to get the wheat to market, and seed 
will have to be relegated to the rear for 
a time at least. This is the argument 
that the bulls in the seed market on the 
other side of the Atlantic seem to have 
used recently with good effect, and their 
position appears to have been rendered all 


the stronger by the fact that the pros- 
pects of a heavy crop of seed from India 
are daily growing less. The latest re- 


ports say that there will not be within 
37 per cent. of as much seed raised in 
Great Britain’s eastern dominion as there 
was a year ago, and that this is bound to 
have its effect on the seed market, cannot 
be questioned for one moment. There 
does not seem to be any great fear that 
the supply of seed that is to come out of 
the Argentine will be too small for the 
needs of the trade in the more distant 
future, but until the shipments from there 
begin to enlarge there will be a num- 
ber of shorts on the anxious seat,

LINSEED OIL.—With the market quo- 
tably 3¥c. Chicago, there has been a slight- 
ly better tone to the trade the past week. 
The actual demand does not seem to as- 
sume any larger proportions, but crushers 
report that deliveries are better. Buyers 
of oil earlier in the season, on long time 
contracts, are withdrawing their oil much 
more readily than they did a few weeks 
ago, and this is taken by the sellers to 
indicate that the time is not far distant 
when there will be a real demand for oil 
on new contracts. A little spot business 
is still being done, and the market is 
rather firm at 39c., though there have 
been some few cases where a slightly 
lower figure has been reached. The pe- 
culiar thing about the oil situation, and 
one which makes some of the trade 
scratch their heads in perplexity, is that 
the big company is holding its price firm- 
er than the little fellows are. This some- 


times has an ominous meaning to os 
i 


smaller independent crushers, and 
things were shaping themselves up to a 
larger control of the market by the 
Stronger interests than is now apparent. 
some of the trade would not be at ali 
surprised. The report that one of the big 
Western paint houses is in financial 
trouble has created a feeling of uneasiness 
in some sections of the country. There is 
a little fear that should one of the oldest 
and the biggest of houses, by any possi- 
ble chance, prove insolvent, it will lesson 
the freedom with which credits have been 
extended in the past. Crushers are in- 
clined to proceed into the future with ecau- 
tion on this account, and it is doubtful 
-f they would make any very heavy con- 
tracts for the future cosvers of oil, save 
on the very best terms. tocks of oil 
here are liberal, and they undoubtedly 
are so at Minneapolis, as the outgoing 
movement thus far this year has not been 
very large. That the supply would not 
be excessive under normal conditions is 
generally admitted by all, but with de- 
mand still uncertain, and the financial 
horizon clouded, whether it be for the 
moment, or for a long period of time, 
crushers are beginning to wonder whether 
the promised sun of prosperity is to shine 
Crone the clouds as quickly as was ex- 
pected a few weeks ago. 

LINSEED CAKE.—Thanks to the de- 
mand that still exists for cake, crushers 
are having a fair market for a portion of 
their product at least. While the price 
for linseed oil is rather high for this 
time of the year, the sales have been 
light, so that it is necessary for the 
crushers to hold up the price of cake, and 
this they have been doing with good re- 
sults, he foreign buyer wants cake, 
and he is willing to pay the price asked. 
While the demand for meal is not as 
active as it was before the close of last 
year, it is still strong enough to en- 
gender considerable competition, and some 
of the smaller crushers report that they 
have sold their cake ahead for a con- 
siderable length of time. The shortage 
of feeds makes it probable that the for- 
eigner will continue to be in the market 
for cake for some time to come. It is an 
actual fact that a large percentage of 
corn in the country is not fit to market, 
and it is also true that much of the corn 
which finds its way to the primary mar- 
kets is below contract. In Chicago, dry- 
ers are filled to their full capacity as 
evidence of the effort being made to bring 
the corn up to contract grade. Under 
such a condition of affairs, it is not at all 
surprising that the demand for cake 
should be so strong. Chicago is quoting 
cake $27@27.60 per ton, with little to offer.

No statistics can be obtained for cottonseed 
meal, but private estimates place the imports 
ff this product at 15,000 to 20,000 tons, part 
of whieh also goes to Germany. Linseed cake 
is the strongest competitor of cottonseed cake 
and meal in this country, though many other 
eakes are manufactured by the two hundred 
and odd oil mills in Belgium. These mills are 
mall, as compared with American mills, some 
of them crushing only five or six tons per week, 
though there are about thirty mills with a 
erushing capacity of 400 to 500 tons per week. 
The small mills only run where there is a 
margin of profit in crushing, which is not 
the case all the time. Flax is also cultivated 
in Belgium, but almost altogether for the 
fiber. The seasons for flax growing are so 
changeable that the crop of seed varies from 
5,000 tons to 12,000 tons per year.

the various oil cakes for feeding and other 
purposes may be gained from the amount of 
live stock in the country, which is estimated 
as follows:—Cattle, 1,420,978, of which 754,093 
are milch cows; sheep, 235,722; hogs, 1,163,133, 
and horses, 487,456. As a foodstuff for cattle 
there has been a prejudice against cottonseed 
cake and meal in Belgium for several years 
A merchant in Antwerp who handled cottonseed 
meal in large quantities twelve and thirteen 
years ago told me that the farmers claimed at 
that time that the fiber or lint in the meal 
lodged in the throats of the cows, causing 
sickness; and others said the meal made the 
milk so rich the cows would not last long as 
milch cows. It was evident from his descrip- 
tion of the manner of feeding that they fed too 
much, Thus the prejudice originated, and, so 
far as I can learn, no very great effort has 
been made since by the American manufac- 
turer to remove this prejudice, and the Belgian 
importers and dealers, finding cottonseed cake 
and meal in very little demand and hard to 
sell in any quantities in competition with 
other oil cakes, have paid very little or no 
attention to the business, preferring to devote 
their time and attention to other and more 
salable goods. 

The Belgian farmers are an intelligent class, 
yet they are slow to invest their money in an 
article which hag had such a reputation for so 
long a time, and it is only by an ocular dem- 
onstration will they be convinced of the value 
of cottonseed meal as a food for their stock. 
A dealer in Antwerp tried recently to buy a 
small quantity of cottonseed meal to send to 
his father’s farm for trial, but could not find 
a single sack in the market. I do not want 
to create the impression that cottonseed meal 
is unknown, for it is used in some sections in 
a small way, and in other sections the dealers 
mix it with other feedstuffs and sell it to the 
small farmers as a mixed feed in sacks marked 
with the guaranteed analysis, though the in 
gredients are not known to the consumer.

In order to create a demand for cotton- 
seed products in Belgium the American 
manufacturers should adopt a more pro- 
gressive policy than has been pursued in 
the past. Merely offering the goods for 
sale will not do under the circumstances. 
One of the importers in Antwerp told me 
that he could handle a great deal more 
cottonseed meal if American manufac- 
turers would reduce the price; he could 
then sell the meal in markets where there 
is already a demand, and thus compete 
with others in that market, 

SUGGESTIVE TRADE CAMPAIGN. 

I would suggest that a supply of cotton- 
seed meal and cake be sent to some dis- 
tributing point, like Antwerp, and placed 
in the hands of a reliable dealer, and that 
traveling salesmen be employed to visit 
the different co-operative dairies (there are 
484 of these in Belgium, to say nothing 
of those in southern Germany and other 
sections) and large cattle owners, with 
attractive pamphlets printed in the differ- 
ent languages, explaining fully the merits 
and uses of cottonseed products both as 
foodstuffs and fertilizer. However, all 
the literature that could be sent over here 
would do no good if the goods advertised 
cannot be found in the principal markets. 

Several dealers have said the solicitation 
suggested would be the best way to get 
the goods established, and as these sales- 
men would sell at retail prices the ex- 
pense would be practically nothing, and 
certainly the best results would be ob- 
tained, for when a demand is created 
other dealers would want to buy. One 
firm told me they would undertake to 
handle the business in this way for a 
commission of 1 per cent, and the salaries 
and expenses of two traveling salesmen, 
which he said would be sufficient to cover 
Belgium, Holland, the southern part of 
Germany and Switzerland. Good men 
could be employed for about $% per day, 


covering salaries and expenses. This is 
only a suggestion, but certainly if the 
American manufacturers take the matter 
up and push it vigorously good results 
will be obtained. 

THE PREFERABLE SIZE BAGS. 


The packages most desired here are the 
165-pound bags, as they are used again by 
farmers in shipping potatoes, turnips and 
other farm products. Meal in these bags 
often sells readily at 12% to 15 centimes 
more per 220-pound than the 100-pound 
bags, while the 100-pound bags are hard 
to sell at the reduced price. 

Marking bags containing cottonseed 
meal is of great importance to both buyer 
and seller, as that is the only way to 
prevent mixing of lots, whic always 
means mixing of grades and causes much 
dissatisfaction. I saw a steamer loading 
from Galveston, There were’ several 
marks, but many of the bags had the 
marks entirely obliterated by the sifting 
of meal through holes. Such bags were 
distributed among the lots, according to 
the number required. Perhaps if the let- 
ters used in the marks were 8 or 10 inches 
long, instead of 3 or 4 inches, they might 
stand the rough handling better; or a 
strong tag, securely fastened either by 
wire or on the sewing twine after two or 
three stitches are taken, might be better. 
In the case of mixed lots some one al- 
ways suffers, and in nearly every case a 
claim is made against the shipper of the 
best meal. 

Nearly all of the dealers here prefer 
standard brands. About 60 per cent. of 
the meal coming to this market is from 
Texas, the largest part of which is 
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“‘bolted,’’ which is another evidence of the 
feeder’s dislike for the lint or fiber. 


COTTONSEED OIL AND OTHER FATS. 


Nearly all of the cottonseed oil brought 
direct through the port of Antwerp is of 
summer yellow grade for soap makers. 
There are 266 soap factories in Belgium, 
Only a few of the soap makers use cotton- 


seed oil during the winter, as the ma- 
jority of them have no formula for pre- 
venting the opaque color caused by cold 


weather, and those who can prevent this 


are very secretive about their process, 
Many of the factories in southern Ger- 
many (supplied through Antwerp) are 
using cottonseed oil to make a silvery 
white soap. For making all kinds of 
soap cottonseed oil is preferred to most 
other oils, though for the past season the 
consumers say the price has been rela- 
tively too high. Cottonseed oil produces 


less soap by about 10 per cent. than other 
oils, yet the quality is said to be superior. 
The other oils competing with cottonseed 
oil are corn, linseed and palm oils, which 
were imported during 19% in about equal 
quantities. The supply of the other oils 
imported and manufactured in Belgium is 
not sufficient to be considered seriously. 

The margarine factories in Belgium are 
mostly owned either in part or wholly by 
Dutch people, and almost all of the prime 
cottonseed oil used by them for margarine 
is bought in Holland, where I am told 
there is always a good stock of standard 
grades. These manufacturers prefer to 
buy in Holland for two reasons—i, e., 
quick delivery of goods, which makes it 
unnecessary to place orders far ahead, 
and quick settlement of differences. 


For cooking purposes little or no oil is 
used in its natural state; butter, mar- 
garine, lard and lard compound are alto- 
gether used for cooking. Tor the years

There could easily be a far better un- 
derstanding between the American manu- 
facturer and European buyer, for in near- 
ly every case of mixed shipments where a 
claim arises for short weight or deficiency 
in quality there seems a lurking suspicion 
on the part of the buyer that the shipper 
is at fault. One firm of importers told me 
they would like to be invited to become a 
member of the Inter-State Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association, and to attend their 
conventions, and that he felt that many 
others would also like the same privilege.

There has been an absence of im- 
portant developments in the general 
chemical market during the past week 
and the situation has presented a quiet 
and uninteresting appearance. Con- 
tract deliveries have been supplying 
the wants of the large consumers, but, 
aside from this movement, there have 
been few additional orders of magni- 
tude placed. The relaxation in the de- 
mand for finished goods has led con- 
sumers in some instances to ask for a 
postponement of shipments. The old 
feeling of conservatism is still evident, 


although spot sales have gradually in- 
creased. Buyers generally have as- 
sumed a waiting attitude and refuse 


to operate except when actual require- 
ments necessitate. Speculative pur- 
chases have been few and values seem 
to be adjusting themselves to a supply 
and demand basis. Improvement in 
the metal market, especially copper, 
has influenced a firmer feeling in chem- 
icals derived from this source. Blue 
vitriol has shown material improve- 
ment in demand both for export and 
domestic account. At last arsenic has 
shown resisting power and the market 
is quoted higher. Heavy arrivals of 
oxalic acid have weakened the position 
of that market. Bleach is meeting 
with satisfactory distribution and 
manufacturers are firmly maintaining 
former views. Manufacturers have re- 
duced the price of acetate of lime. A 
detailed market report of the principal 
chemicals is indicated below, also the 
Liverpool and Antwerp chemical mar- 
kets.

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
situation presents a quiet appearance 
with values steady at old quotations. 
Deliveries have shown some improve- 
ment since the first of the year and 
about all business is confined to this 


movement. Prices are stationary on 
the basis of 1.30c. for bulk, 1.50c, for 
kegs f. o. b. works, and the usual ad- 
vance of .20c. all around delivered in 
this section, less the usual discount 
terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Deliveries 


to the paper makers and other large 
consumers are of fairly steady propor- 
tions, but the movement is not equal 
to that for the corresponding period 
last year. Antwerp and Liverpool are 
still sending heavy supplies, although 
values show no relaxation of stability. 
Sales are conducted on the basis of 
1.25c. for small quantities and car lots 
at 1.20c. and up for standard makes, 
according to seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market re- 
mains steady under a moderate de- 
mand.

SAL SODA.—The position of the 
market shows no material change. The 
movement is quiet and there is little 
disposition to anticipate more than im- 
mediate requirements.

Deep Drilling in Kentucky. 


Barbourville, Ky., Jan. 29, 1908. 
A feature of new work now being tried 


out in the Kentucky petroleum fields is the 
deep drilling inaugurated in several sections 
of the State, This work is entirely in un- 
developed regions. Down in the Ohio River 
country, in Ohio county, the Hillman Land 
and Iron Company is starting the first of a 
series of deep searches. The wells will be 
taken to a depth of 3,000 feet, in the event 
no success rewards the efforts of the drillers 
before that depth is reached. The company 
plans to drill five wells in that territory, 
which is far removed from the fields of Ken- 


tucky as now developed. That section of 
Kentucky is rich in indications of oil, but 
none has yet been developed in commercial 
quantities west of Barren county, which is 
in the center of the State. The new tests 
will create much interest, In the same end 
of the State, but further up the Ohio river, 
several rigs are up in Union county for 


some deep test drilling. Indiana operators 
have reached a depth this week of 1,200 feet 
in an initial venture. No oil has yet been 
found. Local operators are taking up leases 
with a view of doing some deep drilling. 

In southeastern Kentucky, Pennsylvania 
operators are drilling a series of deep tests. 
Oil has been developed in large quantities 
in the past in the shallow formations, and 
a fair degree of success has attended de- 
velopments for deep oil, Apart from the 
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producing fields two deep searches are being 
made in Konx county. One shows up as a 
big gasser in an 1,800 foot sand. Another 
test has reached a depth of 1,200 feet this 
week, The producing sands of that county 
are at an average depth of 400 feet. Deep 
drilling in Estill, Bath and Rowan counties, 
in upper Kentucky, and Cumberland county, 
in lower Kentucky, has as yet failed to re- 
veal oil below the 200 and 500 foot forma- 
tions. In the producing fields a fair state 
of activity has prevailed during the last 
week. Of four completions in Wayne county, 
three show up as good producers, one being 
of the duster class. late completion in 
lower Wayne county, a mile ahead of the 
pipe lines, shows up as a 40 barreler, and 
indicates an extension of importance in that 
direction. In Wolfe county a 20 barreler 
was developed this week. In Bath county, 
upper Kentucky, two ‘‘wild-cat” strikes are 
reporte¢ for the week, both showing up 
as average producers, Much work of a 
test nature is being carried out in that end 
of the State, and the indications are bright 
for a material extension of the developed 
areas by summer, when the drilling force 
is expected to be greatly augmented in all 
the districts. Six strings of tools are up 
in sections beyond production in Bath county 
this week. 

On the Tennessee 
are preparing to begin 
county. Contracts will 
the drilling of a number of new wells, and 
work will start within the next month. The 
company has already developed a_ produc- 
tion in Overton county, but has no market- 
ing facilities. The region is several miles 
ahead of the old Bob's Bar development of 
Fentriss county, and if oil is developed in 
larger quantities, there is prospect of a 
pipe line extension to the new field, The 
Overton county drilling is the only new 
work in sight for Tennessee just now. 

The oll market is firm, the prevailing 
prices being $1.00 and $1.03 for the better 
grade, paid by the Standard Oil Company 
and the Indian Refining Company, respec- 
tively. The Standard quotes 75 cents for 
the heavy grade oil. Oil runs from the nine 
producing divisions of Kentucky average 
close to 16,000 barrels weekly. Little de- 
cline in the regular average has been 
brought about by the wintry weather.

Gushers in the California Petroleum 


Field. 
Los Angeles, Jan. 25, 1908. 
Conditions have not changed any during the 


past week. Production in the Salt 
has been increased considerably, but, 
continued strong demand for oil, shipments 
are equal to the output, and no surplus ts 
accumulating. The most noticeable feature in 
field operations was the completion this week 
of a second well by the Union Oil Company 
in the far western extension of the Salt Lake 
field. The well is 1,800 feet deep and is flow- 
ing 1,600 barrels per day. No. 1 was completed 
January 13 and is doing at present 1,000 bar- 
rels per day. The limits of this wonderful 
field are by no means determined in any direc- 
tion, and it continues to furnish surprises al- 
most weekly. The daily runs from the field 
at present approximate 10,000 barrels. Prices 
remain firm at from 90c.@$1l. Most of the oil 
companies having headquarters in this city 
have taken steps to remove their principal 
places of business to some other location, ow- 
ing to the excessive license tax imposed by the 
city authorities In the list is the Union Oil 
Company and affiliated concerns, and the move 
may mean the loss to this city of hundreds of 
men employed by these various companies. The 
justice of the tax imposed is in question, as the 
properties of these companies are none of them 
in the city, but scattered the length of the 
State, and much of the Union Oil Company's 
property is not even in the State. 

The Union Oil Company’s annual statement 
recently issued showed a large increase in ac- 
quired oil lands, and also in production. The 
net profits for the year are given as $2,500,000, 
an increase of 100 per cent. over 1906 The 
report ran the stock of the company on the 
exchange from a weak $170 to a strong $201. 

The Orange Oil Company has just completed 
a@ well in the Fullerton field which shows for 
a 1,000-barrel producer. The location is such 
as to open up a considerable extent of new ter- 
ritory to the west. Most of the land in the 
vicinity is already taken up. 

KERN RIVER FIELD. 

No agreement has yet been reached between 
the independent agency and the marketing com- 
panies as to the renewal of the contract which 
expired last month. The independents remain 
firm in their demand for 75c. per barrel, and 
the Standard and Associated are just as firm 
in refusing it. The independents have pumped

Much apprehension is felt among producers 
on account of many of the wells in this district

ing off the water properly in isolated instances, 
but the spread of the trouble indicated to some 
that the water came from below the oil sand, 
which supposition seems the more plausible.

Nothing of exceptional interest has 
developed in the fertilizer market dur- 
ing the week, though there is evident a 
stronger tendency in some branches of 
the business. The condition of trade 
as described by local dealers has not 
materially improved, but nearly all 
report more encouraging news upon 
the Western and Southern outlook. At 
Chicago, packers are claiming rather 
active inquiry and not a few orders 
for early spring delivery. From the 
southeastern section of the country 
trade is still held up owing to the ex- 
cessive moisture which prevents the 
farmers from pitching their crops. In- 
dications are, however, that in that 
particular territory acreage will not be 
greatly reduced. Preparations are be- 
ing made for the usual spring rush of 
orders by both fertilizer men and the 
railroads. Dealers here accede to easier 
figures in a few instances. Tankage, 
9 and 20, can be done at $2.05 and 10 
and 6% and 25 at $19, f. o. b. Chicago. 
Florida land pebble phosphate is open 
at $5.25@6.50, or less on heavy ship- 
ments, and Florida high grade hard 
rock at $10@10.25. Except that the 
movement has somewhat improved in 
dried blood and sulphate of ammonia, 
other ammoniate descriptions are 
without feature. Potashes and pyrites 


are uninteresting and without price 
change. 

Ammoniates, 
SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 


market for sulphate of ammonia car- 
ries a firmer tendency, but current 
trade here contributes nothing toward 
it. It is claimed that better support 
has recently been given the foreign 
market, with the gradual return of 
confidence among European consum- 
ers. The domestic product quotes at 
$3.024%4@3.05 for prompt and $3.05@3.07% 
for futures, the imported description 
also quoting at $3.024%@3.05 for spot and 
$3.05@3.07% for futures, duty paid.

FISH SCRAP.—The market for fish

Quotations current disclose 
no change from the former figures of 
$2.80 and 10c. for dried, 11 per cent. am- 
monia, and 14 per cent. bone phos- 
phate; wet accidulated, 6 per cent. am- 
monia and 3 per cent. phosphate, $2.60 
and 35c., and ground fish guano im- 
ported 10 and 11 per cent. bone phos- 
phate c. i. f. New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, nominal at $3.20 and 
10c. The market is sustained by the 
scarcity and well controlled supplies. 
Of the above stocks of ground fish 
guano 10 and 11 per cent, bone phos- 
phate are said to be practically ex- 
hausted. 

MEALS AND SHEEP MANURE.— 
Bone and hoof meals are fairly well 
maintained as to price, the scarcity of 
the former sustaining the list figures 
despite the slack trade in the commod- 
ity.

Quotably the current list varies little 
from our previous report, a few frac- 
tional concessions favorable to buyers 
being noted in the interval. Spot sup- 
plies of egg albumen have recently 
been increased by additional arrivals 
which has further weakened the mar- 
ket. The eagerness of some holders 
of gambier to turn their stock into 
cash has resulted in considerable price 
irregularity and in some _ instances 
lower quotations. China galls have re- 
cently been accumulating to quite an 
extent in the domestic market and of- 
fers are generally accepted by holders 
at figures from Yc. to %c. under last 
figures. Blue Aleppo are also easier in 
sympathy. Consumers of tartar 
emetic might do a trifle better on 
moderate quantities, and Madras and 
Aleppy turmeric would probably be 
subject to offers under the list. Sumac 
remains firm from the scarcity on 
spot. Other items under this head are 
without change. 

ALBUMEN.—The dem 
exceedingly quiet for both egg and 
blood albumen. Arrivals have been 
fair of late, but have not proportion- 
ately moved into consuming channels. 
This has thrown additional stuff into 
the already large domestic stocks. The 
market in consequence is weak at cur- 
rent list figures, but no heavy sales 
ave lately been recorded by which to 
gauge actual selling values. Egg, ac- 
cording to quality and quantity, is held 
at 55@70c. Blood quotes at 22@28c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
movement is of a steady featureless 
character largely on contract and but 
little changed from last week. Quota-

ANTIMONY SALT.—Consuming in- 
terest in the past seven days has been 
no more manifest than for the several 
preceding weeks. The ample supply 
of the commodity said to be at hand 
influences a weaker market, though 
no list change has yet been conceded 
by holders. Prices generally ruling on 
the spot are:—75 per cent., 16@17c.; 65 
per cent., 14@15c., and 47 per cent., 12@ 
l4c., according to quantity. 

BICHROMATES.,—Sellers report a 
sluggish market. Very few sales of 
importance are claimed, contract with- 
drawais and an unimportant jobbing 
call comprising deliveries. American 
potash is offered at 8%@9c., according 
to quantity, and soda at 74@7%c. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—The move- 
ment is slow and principally confined 
to contract deliveries and small sales 
on a retail basis at the figures previ- 
ously quoted. Though price changes 
are usually effected upon the first day 
of each month, no announcement of a 
new schedule had come to hand at this 
writing. Sales concluded during the 
week closed were upon the basis of 
8%@9ec., according to quantity, for 50 
degree and 9144@10c, for 55 degree. 

CUTCH.—Buyers of this item are 
purchasing in only a hand-to-mouth 
manner with trade in consequence 
limited to small proportions. No ar- 
rivals have been recorded for some 
time past, the situation on the whole 
contributing nothing of news value. 
Figures named by local dealers are 4%c. 
for mat; 4%c. for boxes and 8@l0c. for 
slabs. 

COCHINEAL.—While there is hard- 
ly moderate buying pressure at this 
time, the closely held stocks in domes- 
tic hands precludes any material re- 
duction in the list. The prices ruling 
on spot are unaltered at 44@47c. for 
Teneriffe silver, 41@43c. for rosy black 
and 48@45c. for gray black. 

DEXTRINE.—What business has 
transpired has been principally in 
small to moderate quantities at the 
old rates. Quotations are apparently 
firm on the various descriptions. Im- 
ported potato dextrine commands 6@7c, 
on the spot and domestic 5@6c., ac- 
cording to amount. Corn dextrine is 
also reasonably firm at $2.88@2.95 and 
British gum at $3.37@3.53, depending 
upon quantity and package. 

GAMBIER.—The heavy import re- 
eceipts noted for local account during 
the past several weeks still have a 
bearish effect on the market here to 
judge from the amount of actual busi- 
ness lately done in the commodity.

stating that stocks abroad are very 
meager and others that the material in 
foreign markets is available for ship- 
ment, but the withdrawal of one of the 
largest steamship companies from the 
Italian service has prevented prompt 
shipments.

TARTAR EMETIC.—Though dealers 
are holding to the old prices in most 
quarters, in others a substantial bid 
would undoubtedly be met on an easier 
level. Heavy consignments would prob- 
ably be done at 23%c., lighter lots quot- 
ing up to 26%c., according to seller, 
quantity and terms of sale. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The market has 
been without particular feature during 
the past seven days. An announcement 
of new prices had been expected, but 
had not materialized up to the time 
of this writing. The sluggish state of 
the market for pig tin, however, would 
not indicate any marked alteration 
from the current figures of 19@20c. 

TURMERIC.—Business in this de- 
partment has been on a reduced scale 
during the past week, partly due to 
searcity of certain brands, but princi- 
pally owing to the general lack of buy- 
ing interest. Madras and Aleppy are 
obtainable in moderate quantities, but 
other kinds are said to be pretty well 
cleaned out.

Homeopathists Want Recognition 


HEARING BY HOUSE COMMITTEE ON 
FOREIGN COMMERCE ON BILL PROVID- 
ING FOR AMENDMENT TO DRUGS ACT 
TO RECOGNIZE THE HOMEOPATH- 
JC PHARMACOPOEIA AS STAND- 
ARD AS WELL AS THE U. S. P.

Washington, Jan. 28, 1908. 


The House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce has given a hearing to 
a delegation seeking the passage of a bill 
recently introduced by Representative 
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, providing for 
the amendment of the pure food and 
drugs law so as to permit the full recogni- 
tion of the standards of the Homeopathic 
Pharmacopoeia. The delegation included 
Dr. T. H. Carmichael, chairman of the 
Pharmacopoeia Committee of the Amer- 
ican institute of Homeopathy; Dr. James 
W. Clapp, a member of the committee, 
and Dr. J. B. G. Custis, a prominent 
homeopathic physician of Washington, 
D. C. Dr, H. W. Wiley, chief chemist of 
the Department of Agriculture, was also 
briefly heard. The position of the advo- 
cates of the bill was set forth by Dr, Car- 
michael in part as follows:— 


“As chairman of the Pharmacopoeia Com- 
mittee of the American Institute of Homeo- 
pathy, which is a national body representing 
the homeopathic profession of the United 
States, I am here to-day representing in that 
capacity 20,000 homeopathic physicians of this 
country, and their vast clientele in the United 
States, in a matter which appeals to them very 
strongly and is primarily one of sentiment. 

‘In the formation of the pure food and drugs 
act passed last year, through some inadver- 
tence or through non-information on the sub- 
ject, the matter of the recognition of the Hom- 
eopathic Pharmacopoeia of the United States 
was omitted, and we have two standards of 
strength in the bill, the United States Phar- 
macopoeia and a collection of recipes known as 
the ‘National Formulary,’ which are set down 
as standards for the strength, quality and 
purity of drugs. 

“The homeopathic profession has a pharma- 
copoeia which is equally scientific in its char- 
acter, and which was prepared in the same 
manner as the United States Pharmacopoeia, 
although of a much later date, by a committee 
composed equally of physicians and homeo- 
pathic pharmacists, after years of labor. It 
is a thoroughly scientific and up-to-date pro- 
duction. Its standard has been adopted by the 
National Society of the American Institute of 
Homeopathy, and by a majority of the State 
homeopathic societies of the country, in addi- 
tion to numerous local societies. 

‘There is a difference in the name of drugs, 
because the Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia has 
adopted, or, rather, continued, names which 
had been in use in the German Pharmacopoeia 
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at the time that Hahnemann made 
change. so that the names 
ferent. For instance, we continue the old 
name of kalide for potassium. Most of the 
homeopathic physicians throughout the world 
are more familiar with kalide bichromate than 


the great 
are somewhat dif- 


they would be wif bichromate of potash or 
potassium bichromate, and so on. 3 
“There are two classes of proparations in 


homeopathy. We do not use elixirs or syrups, 
or various other preparations that you will find 


to be official in the old school. We cénfine 
ourselves to two kinds of preparations—the 
tinctures, which are made of one-tenth drug 


strength, and the triturate, which correspond in 


strength. The triturates are made by taking 
one part of the crude drug, wherever it is 
possible, and rubbing it up thoroughly in a 


mortar with nine parts of sugar of milk, that 


being selected because it is a neutral vehicle 
without any medicinal properties. We _ there- 
fore have in a trituration a one-tenth drug 


strength in a given quantity of powder, and in 
our tinctures we have a one-tenth drug 
strength, so that we have a uniformity of drug 
strength running through our whole pharma- 
copoeia. 

“In homeopathy, of course, we go a little 
further in not using crude drugs or even strong 


preparations. Many of our physicians have 
preferred to dilute them further, either by 
grinding with successive parts of milk sugar, 


nine parts of milk sugar to one part of crude 
drug, or else by adding alcohol or alcohol and 
water in the same proportion to the menstruum 
—that is, nine parts of alcohol to one part of 
tincture, and so on, as the physician desires 
the dilution.’’ 


In reply to questions by members of the 
committee Dr. Carmichael said that much 
difficulty had been encountered because 
of the fact that about twenty tinctures as 
prepared by homeopathic pharmicists dif- 
fer in strength from those of the United 
States Pharmacopoeia. When asked how 
- might be remedied, Dr. Carmichael 
said:— 


“You can do it by adding a provision such 
as this amendment to the amendments proposed 
to bill No. 6,089:— 

‘* ‘Provided, That where a difference in the 
standard of strength exists between the United 
States Pharmacopoeia or the National Formu- 
lary and the Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia of 
the United States the strength of such drugs 
shall be plainly stated upon the bottle, box or 
other container thereof.’ 

“That would simply apply to these twenty 
drugs, so far as the twO pharmacopoeias are 
concerned, and, of course, to any ofher drugs 
that might be added to or subtracted from 
either of the standard works. They are both 
subject to revision. Of course, we know that 
they are subject to revision, because the med- 
ical professidh finds out, as a result of expe- 
rience, that sometimes a drug has crept into 
the pharmacopoeia which is of very little use 
or is worthlesss and which does not justify 
such a position, and then in the next revision 
it is dropped out, and new drugs that have 
come into use obtain a place in the pharma- 
copoeia:”’ 

Dr, Clapp, who was introduced to the 
committee as a practical homeopathic 
pharmacist, presented some interesting 
technical details in support of the pending 
bill, saying in part:— 


“There is one very important point which I 
think has been overlooked, which takes it out- 
side of the question of sentiment and makes it 
a question of real hardship to the homeopath— 
the question, of actual strength. The question 
of strength is, under the law, an important 
one. You will notice that under the terms of 
the statute—and I think Doctor Wiley will 
hear me out in this an article is considered 
to be adulterated (if it is under the title of a 
drug in the United States Pharmacopoeia) that 
varies in strength from the Pharmacopoeia 
unless it is so stated on the label. The United 
States Pharmacopoeia contains sixty-three tinc- 
tures. Nineteen of these tinctures are not in- 
cluded in the Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia of 
the United States. Eighteen of them differ in 
strength. Twenty-three of them are the same 
in strength. Now, in regard to these eighteen, 
there is not the slightest objection, so far as 
the homeopaths are concerned, that there 
should be a distinction made, or even to the 
United States Pharmacopoeia being, in those 
cases, the standard of strength. If it is abso- 
lutely necessary to put it in such form as that 
there shall be but one standard we should be 
required in those eighteen drugs to name the 
actual strength, in order that there shall be 


only a single standard. But here is the gne 
great feature:—The United States Pharma 
poeia has a general clause for making tinc- 


tures from fresh plants, and under that general 
clause there is no standard of strength given— 
absolutely none. 

‘‘Now, gentlemen, see the injustice of taking 
a U. S. P. preparation which covers nearly 300 
tinctures. The Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia 
of the United States contains 455 tinctures and 
forty-two solutions of water or glycerine. Now, 
of those 455 tinctures, nearly 300 of them are 
made from fresh plants; that means from fresh, 
succulent plants, the juice of the plant enter- 
ing into the tincture and forming a part of 
the menstruum. 

“The United States Pharmacopoeia committee 
have recognized the value of fresh-plant tinc- 
tures, and, while they do not insert them in 
the Pharmacopeia under their respective heads, 
they make a general clause allowing the mak- 
ing of fresh-plant tinctures on a distinct for- 
mula, but that formula does not indicate any 
drug strength. It simply requires that 500 cen- 
tigrams of the fresh plant, ground up in a 
mass, shall be added to 1,000 cubic centimeters 
of alcohol. 
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‘“‘To make it more plain to you, that is simply 
taking one part of the ground-up plant, con- 
taining water or natural moisture, and adding 
to it two parts of alcohol, macerating the two 
for fourteen days, and then drawing off the 
tincture. ._When you consider that the fresh 
plants from which you make the tincture vary 
from 25 to 95 per cent. in the quantity of 
plant moisture they contain, you see that the 
resulting tinctures show a variation in strength 
of from 2% to 12% per cent. That is to say, a 
plant that contains just 25 per cent. of moist- 
ure will yield a tincture of 12% per cent. drug 
strength, while a plant that has 95 per cent. 
of moisture, using one part of it to two parts 
of alcohol, will only yield you a tincture of 244 
per cent. 

“Under this law the U. S. P. tincture is 
made the standard, and that requires nothing 
on the label to indicate its strength. We are 
classed as unofficial preparations, and we must 
state the strength. It seems to me that is a 
marked injustice. 

“‘Again, just as an illustration, take the tinc- 
ture of black cohosh. You may gather the root 
to-day and make the tincture immediately 
from it, and you would get, say, a tincture 
that would represent 8 per cent., according to 
the United States Pharmacopoeia formula. You 
may have that gathered for you 200 miles from 
here and have it sent to you, and it will lose 
25 per cent. of the moisture in coming. Then 
you make a tincture, and you have something 
that does not represent 6 per cent. 

‘“‘Under that formula, you see, there is no 
standard drug strength. Under our formula, 
based on a scientific method, there is a defi- 
nite drug strength. Are you going to make the 
U. S. P., under those conditions, the standard, 
and then rate us as unofficial preparations and 
require us to put in the strength?”’ 


Several members of the committee ex- 
amined Dr. Clapp at some length as to 
whether he would be satisfied if the law 
would be so amended as to permit the 
sale of tinctures and other products dif- 
fering from the United States Pharma- 
copoeia provided they were labeled 








“Homeopathic standard.’ Dr. Clapp de- 
murred to this proposition unless the 
Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia should be 
formally recognized in the law in connec- 
tion with the definition of a ‘“‘drug,’’ which 
is defined in the act as a medicine or 
preparation recognized in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia or National Form- 
ulary. Several members of the committee 
made the point that the chief complaint 
of the homeopathists appeared to be the 
lack of recognition of their school of med- 
icine by the law rather than that the 
statute in practical operation worked any 
real injustice. 

Dr. Wiley, with whose statement the 
hearing closed, declared that the United 
States Pharmacopoeia was in no sense an 
allopathic pharmacopoeia but was simply 
a scientific work on drugs. A lively ex- 
change took place between Dr. Wiley and 
Dr. Carmichael concerning the alleged 
refusal of the allopathic school to recog- 
nize the homeopaths, but Dr. Wiley in- 
sisted that there was nothing in the pure 
food and drugs law which recognized the 
allopathic school and therefore there 
should be nothing in it giving recognition 
to the homeopathic school. 

The committee will give early consid- 
eration to the Dalzell bill, but at this 
writing it is impossible to hazard a pre- 
diction as to the action that will be taken,
